Members of Council, distinguished guests, citizens of Lansing, | stand 
before you for the ninth time in as many years to express my gratitude 
for your continued confidence in me, and to share with you my 
aspirations for our city in the year ahead 


| am pleased to report that the state of our city is strong and getting 
stronger, especially compared to many of our peers. We have 
weathered the storm of the Great Recession and true fiscal stability is 
finally at our doorstep 


Our local economy is roaring back. Unemployment in the Lansing 
region has been in the single digits for 37 straight months and we've 
had 27 straight months of job growth in the city. Home values and 
sales are also on the rebound. Just since last June, the median price 
of a home sold in Lansing climbed from $67,000 to over $95,000

rating, and we now project that our FY15 budget will start in balance -- 
rather than in deficit - for the first time in a decade.

Let me be clear: We will keep right on pushing. Harder. Faster

We've accomplished great things over the past eight years, and many 
of you played a part in it. Thanks to each of you for believing in 
Lansing and for investing part of your time and your treasure in 
building an even greater Lansing. Here's to you! 


| am blessed with an amazing team at City Hall, and | want to say 
thanks for their hard work, ingenuity and commitment to the citizens we 
all serve. Will my executive team and mayoral staff please stand and 
be recognized. 


My friends, the past six weeks have been a challenging time for our 
city and region. An historic challenge, even, because Mother Nature 
served up some winter weather the likes of which we've never seen 
here. 


The ice storm, which left thousands of people in the dark for far too 
long, was a painful experience for many of our citizens. Let me say 
plainly and unequivocally: The Lansing Board of Water and Light did 
Not live up to our expectations or theirs. 


| said it two weeks ago at the inauguration and | say it again tonight 
This will be fixed. Multiple reviews are now underway and we will get 
to the bottom of what went wrong, and what went right, in the aftermath 
of the ice storm 


We are also reviewing our own performance at the City of Lansing. 
That review will help us continue to improve and provide the highest 
level of emergency response possible, if - God forbid - a natural 
disaster of this scale ever strikes again 
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When the reviews are complete and recommendations implemented, 
our hometown power company will be ready for anything. And ready 
to serve the Lansing region with affordable, reliable power for the next 
129 years. | have full confidence in the Board of Water and Light to 
make this right 


The ice storm was a traumatic event for many, but the things | will 
remember most include the caring and compassionate response from 
our citizens, neighbors helping neighbors, all of us pulling together to 
help our most vulnerable citizens weather the storm. 


I'll remember our first responders, human service agencies, front-line 
city employees, citizen volunteers and our faith community, who toiled 
around the clock through the holidays. They opened up roads blocked 
by tree limbs and downed wires, set up shelters to keep people warm, 
and patrolled our streets to keep our city and citizens safe 


| want to recognize Trinity Church and the American Red Cross in 
particular for their extraordinary efforts during the storm. Pastor Marvin 
Williams from Trinity and Regional Executive Officer John Cauley from 
the Red Cross are with us tonight. Thank you both for your leadership. 
And please remember them in your charitable giving 


Above all, | will remember the men and women who risked their own 
lives under the most arduous conditions imaginable to restore our 
power. Some of those brave and hardy souls are with us tonight. Will 
the BWL lineworkers from IBEW Local 352 please stand and be 
recognized. 


My friends, we've lived through some extraordinary times together, 
both challenging and rewarding. Yet through it all | see a future for our 
city that shines brighter than ever. And nowhere is that light more 
radiant than right here in this room, 


To my left, please help me welcome the 2014 Cadillac ATS. The 2013 
ATS won North American Car of the Year, and the 2014 edition is a 
real stunner. Don't you agree? To my right, allow me to introduce the 
2014 Cadillac CTS. What an incredible vehicle! 


Seated in front of me are the people who make these amazing 
machines - the men and women of United Auto Workers Local 652. 
And united they are, because they work together as a team to achieve 
a singular goal - building the finest automobiles on this planet. Will all 
of you please rise to accept our thanks and congratulations. 


Next | invite you to join me in welcoming Lansing Regional Plant 
Manager Tony Francavilla, and UAW Local 652 President Mike Green 
I think they have something cool to show us. 


The CTS was up against some stiff competition this year from the likes 
of BMW, Mercedes and Jaguar. But the design prowess, cutting-edge 
technology and craftsmanship that went into this vehicle blew 

them all away. We've got the proof here with us tonight... we present 
to you the 2014 Motor Trend Car of the Year Award! 


Gentlemen, thanks for your friendship, your partnership, and your 
extraordinary accomplishments. Bill Reed, President of UAW 602, 
representing the Lansing Delta Township Assembly plant, is here 
tonight as well. The products you make at LGR and Lansing Delta 
indeed make America great, and put Lansing on the map ~ in the most 
positive way! 


And stay tuned, because even more good news is coming from GM. 
Right now, just south of this building, site preparation is already 
underway for GM's new, $44 million Logistics Optimization Center. 
The new facility is a precursor to the production of the next-generation 
Chevy Camaro that will soon move to Lansing -- a future winner of Car 
of the Year Award, no doubt 
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We have so much to be proud of, but | have to tell you something: | am 
almost embarrassed to say that the people who are lucky enough to 
‘own one of these world class cars must then drive them on 

the Third World roads that plague this and every other city in Michigan. 


Working within our limited resources, the city is able to invest about $3 
million each year in fixing roads, thanks in part to the special millage 
approved by our citizens three years ago. Three million sounds like a 
lot, but city engineers tell me that to really fix the problem, we need to 
invest five times that much, every year, for a decade 


Right now the State of Michigan has a $1 billion surplus. | have an 
idea. Let's put people back to work by investing some of that money in 
our crumbling roads. Bad roads cost more than good roads. Let's 
rebuild the infrastructure that drives our economy; let's save working 
families from having to make expensive car repairs from running into 
potholes. Call your legislators, call the Governor and help me send 
them a message: Fix the roads - NOW! 


Just as we need to invest in our physical infrastructure, we must also 
invest in our human capital, starting with our children. The safety of our 
children and the education of our children are perhaps the most 
important issues of our time. With rampant gun violence across our 
nation — too much of it in our own city -- we must step up to the plate to 
keep our kids safe in and around our schools 


For the last seven years our School Resource Officers have helped 
create a school environment where kids can learn and be safe. The 
Lansing School District does an excellent job in this regard, but | 
believe we must wrap the arms of our community even more tightly 
around our children and our schools. 


We've had great success with our Neighborhood Watch and Business 
Watch programs. This year, with the generous sponsorship of 
Sparrow Health System, we will launch School Watch. This volunteer 
based, citizen patrol will keep an eye on our kids, our school campuses 
and surrounding neighborhoods -- helping to make our kids safe and 
secure 


The president of Sparrow Health System, Dennis Swan, is with us 
tonight. He is joined by Lansing Schools Superintendent Yvonne 
Camaal Canul, and Lansing Police Chief Mike Yankowski. Dennis, 
Yvonne and Chief, please stand and accept our gratitude for helping 
us create a safer and healthier community. We're so thankful to have a 
world-class health care system in our community, keeping our citizens 
healthy and helping us keep our kids safe. 


I'm also grateful for the tremendous partnership between the city and 
the Lansing School District. Yvonne, together we can make it even 
stronger, and in the coming months and years that's exactly what we're 
going to do 


Last year, another visionary leader, Mayor Michael Bloomberg of New 
York City, granted us more than a million dollars to start Lansing’s new 
Financial Empowerment Center. It's another effort to build our human 
capital by helping people learn how to manage their money, get out of 
debt, and improve their credit scores. In the nine months since we 
launched this amazing program, we have helped nearly 1,000 Lansing 
area residents chart their own path to financial stability. 


One of those residents is with us tonight. Autumn Morris came to the 
Financial Empowerment Center because she was considering 
bankruptcy. Instead, her counselor Sonia helped her fix errors on her 
credit report, and together they designed a plan to pay off 100% of her 
debt by the end of 2014. She has now purchased life insurance and 
made a plan for her 5-year.old twins’ college education. Autumn, 
congratulations on finding your path to financial stability! 


The director and program manager of our Financial Empowerment 
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Center are here as well. Amber Paxton and Velma Kyser, thanks to 
you and your terrific counseling staff for making it happen 


We are blessed to have such amazing partners to help us move 
Lansing forward. It proves the proposition that we are stronger when 
we work together. Business and labor. Public and private. City and 
suburb. In the year ahead, we will do even more 


Tonight | am pleased to announce an exciting new partnership with 
Michigan State University's world- class Broad College of Business 
Last fall, a class of Broad graduate students completed a data-driven 
analysis that will help us develop new strategies to prevent 
abandoned, dilapidated houses from endangering the quality of life in 
our neighborhoods 


This year we will grow that partnership to help us find even more ways 
to improve the quality of life in our community, and make our city 
government more innovative, more efficient and more responsive to 
our residents. 


The director of Broad’s Data Analytics program, Cheri SpeierPero, is 
with us tonight. Cheri, will you please stand and be recognized 
Thanks to you and Dean Lenway for your partnership 


Partnership also plays a vital role in the economic health of our city 
Without a strong alliance between the public sector and private sector 
entrepreneurs, we would not have won more than $1 billion in new 
investment and 10,000 jobs over the past eight years - even during 
these tough times! 


And we will continue to use every tool in the economic development 
tool box to win these new job-creating investments, including economic 
incentives. In fact, without the aggressive use of incentives, we could 
well have lost major companies to other states, including Accident 
Fund, Jackson National Life, Emergent Biosolutions and even GM 
itselt, 


We never would have succeeded in restoring historic buildings like the 
Ottawa Power Station, the Mutual Building, the Hollister Building, or 
the Marshall Street Armory. We never would have fueled the continued 
revitalization of Old Town, or sparked the construction of new projects

We must 
have a global perspective to compete and win in the global economy. 


You may recall that | recently traveled to Italy in pursuit of new 
economic opportunities for Lansing. Tonight | am pleased to report our 
first success. Not one but two Italian companies have decided to open 
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an office in the Lansing region. Saet, a leading manufacturer of 
industrial heat treating equipment, and Satiz, a global provider of 
integrated business communications solutions, will co-locate an office 
here that will grow to 40 employees within three years 


Please join me in welcoming our special guests from Torino, Italy: 
Davide Canavisio, CEO of Saet and Alessandro Rosso, CEO of Satiz 
Davide, Alessandro, you traveled far to be with us tonight. Benvenuto 
Grazzi mille. Buona fortuna. (Welcome, thank you, and good fortune.) 


| also want to thank Bob Trezise and his incredible team at the Lansing 
Economic Area Partnership for their vision and leadership in 
relentlessly pursuing global opportunities for the entire Lansing region 
Bob and the LEAP team, please stand and take a bow 


Defining Lansing’s global brand includes the amazing cars GM builds 
But it also includes world-leading companies like Emergent 
Biosolutions, Jackson National Life, Accident Fund, Blue Cross Blue 
Shield, Auto Owners, Neogen, and “a little company that could’ called 
Niowave 


Niowave is a tech startup that spun off from MSU's cyclotron 
laboratory. With the help of economic incentives, they moved into the 
old Walnut Street School and set up one of the most sophisticated 
nuclear science labs in the world. They have grown so fast over the 
past six years that they need more space to manufacture their 
products. This Spring, Niowave plans toinvest more than $100 

million to build a new production facility on the grounds of Capital 
Region International Airport. 


Niowave could have gone anywhere in the world with their expansion, 
and in fact they were actively courted by folks from all over the country. 
But they chose Lansing, Michigan because of the power of an 
incredible partnership between Lansing, Dewitt Township and the 
airport 


Through that partnership we forged an historic, 425 tax-sharing 
agreement with Dewitt Township. We established a Next Michigan 
Development Zone to entice new and expanding businesses to locate 
there. And we opened a full-service U.S. Customs station and 
International Port of Entry to connect our airport to the global 
marketplace 


Together, these key ingredients set the table for Niowave's investment 
and growth, and the Lansing region will enjoy the fruit of that 
partnership for decades to come. The CEO of Niowave, Dr. Terry 
Grimm is with us tonight. Dr. Grimm, thank you for believing in 
Lansing and investing in Lansing 


We also learned recently that MSU has secured full funding for the 
Facility for Rare Isotope Beams - better known as F-RIB. That's great 
news for this region. Combined with the growth of Niowave, 

the construction of F-RIB will create a critical mass of nuclear science 
research and development - and hundreds of high-paying jobs - that 
will make Lansing, Michigan the Accelerator Capital of the 

World 


Even as we adapt to the new realities of the global economy by 
leveraging our assets, we must also continue to maintain fiscal 
discipline in the operations of city government. Our financial situation is 
improving by the day, but we cannot afford to act as though we are 
completely out of the woods. We still have long-term challenges that 
simply must be addressed 


Last year a panel of experts led by Mayor Hollister made a series of 
recommendations for strengthening Lansing's financial health, and for 
addressing our long-term pension and retiree health care obligations. 
We must keep our promise to retirees, but we also must adapt for the 

future and that means more change. It means more tough decisions. It 
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means we will continue to implement the Financial Health Team 
strategies that will secure a strong fiscal foundation for Lansing’s 
future 


We must also make vital strategic investments that enable our city to 
operate at maximum efficiency and keep up with the information 
technology revolution. Last year | proposed a major new investment 

in our city’s outdated IT infrastructure. Virtually everything the city does 
is underpinned by computer technology, and our antiquated systems 
are a catastrophic failure just waiting to happen. They must be 
updated. | call upon my partners on the new Council to take up this 
matter immediately. Let's get it done. 


Earlier today, the region’s leading business organization — the Lansing 
Regional Chamber of Commerce -- announced a new regional forum 
to facilitate dialogue and collaboration between the cities of Lansing 
and East Lansing; Ingham, Eaton and Clinton Counties; and our 
neighboring townships 


The forum will meet on a regular basis to build the mutual trust, respect 
and spirit of cooperation that is so vital to moving this region forward 
together. And that’s the only way we are going tomove forward — 
together. 


The Lansing Chamber will host and facilitate this critical conversation 
President and CEO Tim Daman is with us tonight. Tim, thank you and 
the Chamber board for your partnership, your leadership, and your 
commitment to growing Lansing -- and the Lansing region -- together. 


Several of our regional partners are also here tonight, including Vic 
Celentino, chair of the Ingham County Board of Commissioners, Delta 
Township Supervisor Ken Fletcher, and Delhi Township Supervisor 
C.J. Davis. Will you please stand and be recognized. | look forward to 
working with the each of you and our regional colleagues in the year 
ahead, and | hope to see you at the first meeting of the forum. 


In fact, | already have some ideas for our agenda and hope you will 
bring yours to the table as well \ 


1. Regional Representation on the BWL Board of Commissioners. 
am open to it; let's talk about the details. 


2. Regional Support for Regional Assets. The Lansing River Trail, for 
example, is enjoyed by citizens from across the region, and a new 
organization -- Friends of the River Trail - has been 

formed to promote and support this incredible, award-winning regional 
asset. Its founder, Kevin Shaw, is with us tonight. Kevin, thanks for 
taking the ball and runningwith it 


3. Regional Facilities. Over the next few years we must make key 
decisions -- 50-year decisions -- about the future of some of Lansing’s 
government facilities, including City Hall, our police headquarters, 
courts, and detention center. In several of these areas, there is 
potential for partnership, mutual benefits, and savings for all of our 
taxpayers. Let's talk about it at the regional forum. My friends, there 
are important lessons in partnership. The only way we will grow 
Lansing -- and the Lansing region -- is to do it together, to unite behind 
a common cause, on a path that we decide to follow together. The 
alternative is division and failure, as we've seen in other cities 


We see the power of partnership in so many areas: when neighbors 
get together and work with our police department to keep their 
neighborhood safe; when our downtown business community joins 
together to produce amazing community events. Silver Bells partnering 
with Radio Disney? Now that's cool 


And so is Lansing. We're a cool city, a proud city, and a resilient city. 
When we get knocked back a bit, we get up and come out swinging for 
the fences. Because that’s how we roll. It's who we are. It's in our 
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DNA as Michiganders and as Americans. We know how to work hard, 
and we know that we get better results when we work together. 


The bottom line remains the same: it's still about good jobs for our 
citizens, so they can buy a home, raise a family, pay the bills and enjoy 
some of the wondrous pleasures that life has to offer 


We all want to live in a community that is safe, accessible, diverse and 
prosperous; a place where people are connected, woven together in a 
fabric so strong that nothing can tear us apart.

AND THE CITY CLERK 


Councilmember Dunbar announced that residents should shovel snow 
to the right of their driveway and there will be updates to the Public 
Service webpages to help inform citizens 


Councilmember Wood announced an event to end domestic violence 
against women, Bea Christy Awards ceremony, and asked the Mayor's 
Executive Assistant to speak about snow issues. 


Councilmember Houghton announced upcoming neighborhood groups 
meeting dates 


Councilmember Yorko expressed thanks to neighbors who helped 
others with snow removal during past storms, discussed various city 
services available regarding snow issues, and the Capital Area 
Humane Society Pet Smart Grant 


Councilmember Boles spoke about the white tag snow removal 
program, neighborhood concerns about removing storm debris, the 
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City's response to potential flooding during the spring thaw, and 
acknowledged the quick response to water main breaks. 


Councilmember Quinney reminded residents to take cars off the street 
from 2 a.m. - 5 am. and requested information from the Mayor's 
Executive Assistant about the ticketing process for cars left on streets 
‘overnight 


Councilmember Brown Clarke expressed concern that trees will fall 
‘over when temperature rise, and requested information about the 
City's response to additional tree debris. 


SPEAKER REGISTRATION FOR 
PUBLIC COMMENT ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


City Clerk Swope announced that the public comment registration 
form(s) for those intending to address Council on legislative matters 
will be collected and that only those persons who have fully completed 
the form(s) will be permitted to speak 


MAVOR’S COMMENTS 


Executive Assistant to Mayor Bernero, Randy Hannan, spoke about 
the comprehensive storm debris removal plan that the City will be 
implementing once most of the snow has melted. He also encouraged 
residents to contact the Public Service Department where risks from 
damaged trees or limbs need to be removed from city property or snow 
piles are high enough to create road crossing hazard. If flooding 
concerns are imminent, the City will order a “curb back” for snow plows 
to clear drains. It is possible a supplemental budget from the State of 
Michigan may be passed to help cover some costs of extensive pot 
hole repairs. 


He discussed details on the request for a $2.5 million bond for

PREAMBLE 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, Counties of Ingham and Eaton, State

LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION BOND, SERIES 2014 


A RESOLUTION TO PROVIDE FOR: 


+ Issuance of up to $4,000,000 of bonds to finance sanitary sewer 
system improvements associated with the Lansing Wet Weather 
Control Program construction projects; 

* Approval of issuance parameters and bond form; 

* Payment of bonds from lawfully available funds including 
revenues derived from the operation of the City’s sewage disposal 
system; 

* Pledge of limited tax full faith and credit for payment of the bonds 
if other revenues insufficient; 

* Creation of funds for deposit of bond proceeds and payment of 
bonds; and 

* Authorization of sale of bonds to Michigan Finance Authority. 


PREAMBLE: 


WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality has issued Administrative Consent Order (ACO) No. ACO- 
SW02-030 requiring the City of Lansing (the “City") to abate sanitary 
sewer overflows (SSOs) from its sanitary sewer collection system; and 


WHEREAS, in connection with the Wet Weather Control Program, 
the City and DEQ have agreed on a Project Plan authorizing the 
Sanitary Sewer Siphon 11 Replacement Project governed by the ACO 
and related to the Wet Weather Control Program and the City has 
been issued a construction permit for such improvements; and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended, 
repealed and recodified by Part 43 of Act 451, Public Acts of Michigan 
1994 ("Act 451") enables a city to issue and sell bonds to finance 
construction of improvements required by a permit issued by the DEQ; 
and 
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WHEREAS, the City Council has stated its intention to authorize 
the issuance of limited tax general obligation bonds in one or more 
series pursuant to Act 451 in an amount not to exceed Four Million and 
00/100 Dollars ($4,000,000) for the purpose of financing the sanitary 
sewer system improvements associated with the Sanitary Sewer 
Siphon 11 Replacement Project as further described in plans on file 
with the City, (collectively, the “Improvements’) related to and 
approved under the Wet Weather Control Program Project Plan; and 


WHEREAS, plans and specifications for the Improvements have 
been prepared by the City’s consulting engineers and submitted for 
approval by the DEQ and the City has received approval of the Project 
Plan amendments and a construction permit for the Improvements; 
and 


WHEREAS, the City Council previously approved a Notice of 
Intent to Issue Bonds for Public Service Department Wet Weather 
Control Program Resolution (the "Notice”), which, in compliance with 
the requirements of Section 5(g) of the Home Rule Cities Act, Act 279, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended (‘Act 279"), required the 
City Clerk to cause to be published, on Friday, January 24, 2014, in the 
Lansing State Journal, a newspaper of general circulation within the 
City, an official notice to electors and taxpayers of the City of Lansing 
of intent to issue bonds (the "Notice of Intent") which describes the 
bonds to be issued to finance construction of the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, Act 34 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 2001, as 
amended, permits a municipality to authorize, within limitations which 
shall be contained in the authorization resolution of the governing 
body, an authorized officer to sell and deliver and receive payment for 
obligations, and to approve interest rates or methods for fixing interest 
rates, prices, discounts, maturities, principal amounts, denominations 
dates of issuance, interest payment dates, redemption rights, place of 
delivery and payment, and other matters and procedures necessary to 
complete the authorized transaction; 


NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The Improvements. Pursuant to the Wet Weather Control 
Program Project Plan approved by DEQ, the City shall acquire and 
construct the Improvements. The estimated period of usefulness of the 
Improvements is not less than forty (40) years. 


2. Authorized Officers. The term “Authorized Officer” as used 
in this Resolution shall refer to any one of the following city officers: the 
Finance Director, the Chief of Staff, the Director of Public Service, the 
Mayor, or the City Clerk 


3. Authorization of Bond Issuance. A bond of the City 
designated ‘Wet Weather Control Program Improvement Limited Tax 
General Obligation Bond, Series 2014” (the “Bond’), with such 
changes in name as may be deemed appropriate by an Authorized 
Officer so long as such changes are not misleading, is authorized to be 
issued for the purpose of paying a portion of the costs of the 
Improvements, including costs incidental to the issuance, sale and 
delivery of the Bond. In the event the Bond is to be issued 
simultaneously with another bond being issued to the Authority for 
similar improvements under the Wet Weather Control Program, each 
Authorized Officer is authorized to have prepared a single bond and 
related documentation evidencing the obligation approved under this 
resolution and any other similar resolution of the City Council, in an 
aggregate maximum principal amount not to exceed the maximum 
principal amount authorized under this resolution and such other 
resolution of the City Council 
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4. Bond Details. The Bond shall be issued in the aggregate 
principal sum not to exceed Four Million and 00/100 Dollars 
($4,000,000) or such lesser amount as shall be determined by an 
Authorized Officer at the time of sale (the “Principal Amount”) and 
approved by the DEQ and the Michigan Finance Authority (the 
“Authority’), pursuant to the Notice of Intent. 


The Bond shall be issued in substantially the form of Appendix A, 
with such modifications as may be necessary to reflect changes in 
Bond terms or details determined by an Authorized Officer at or prior to 
the time of sale pursuant to authority granted by this Resolution. The 
Authorized Officer shall have the authority to make such changes in 
the form of Bond as shall be requested by the Authority, deemed 
reasonable by an Authorized Officer and not in conflict with the law or 
provisions of this Resolution. The Bond shall be in the form of a single 
fullyregistered, nonconvertible, non-chargeable Bond of the 
denomination of the Principal Amount, dated as of the date of delivery 
of the Bond, or such other date as may be determined by an 
Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond and approved by the 
DEQ and the Authority. 


The Bond shall be payable in serial principal installments on April 
1 of each year beginning April 1, 2016, or on such other dates as may 
be determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond 
and approved by the DEQ and the Authority. The schedule of serial 
principal installments shall be determined by an Authorized Officer at 
the time of sale of the Bond and approved by DEQ and the Authority. 
Interest on the Bond will be payable as provided under Section 5, on 
October 1, 2014, and semiannually thereafter on April 1 of and October 
1 of each year until maturity or earlier prepayment of said installment, 
or on such other dates as determined by an Authorized Officer at the 
time of the sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the 
Authority. 


The Bond or serial principal installments thereof will be subject to 
prepayment prior to maturity in the manner and at the times as 
provided in the form of Bond contained in this Resolution or as 
determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond 
and approved by the DEQ and the Authority 


Final determination of certain Bond details, including the Principal 
Amount and the dates and amounts of principal installments, shall be 
evidenced by execution of the purchase contract to be executed 
between the City and the Authority as described below. 


5. Sale_of Bond, Calculation of Repayment Obligations 
The City shall sell the Bond to the Authority at par value and at an 
interest rate of not to exceed two and one-half percent (2.50%) per 
annum. The Bond shall be delivered in accordance with the delivery 
instructions of the Authority 


Proceeds of the sale of the Bond shall not be received in one 
lump sum. Rather, the Authority shall purchase principal installments of 
the Bond (the “Purchased Principal Installments") from the Authority as 
such purchases are approved by the DEQ. These Purchased Principal 
Installments shall be deemed to correspond to the serial principal 
installments contained in the Bond in direct chronological order of said 
serial principal installments. The City shall have no obligation to repay 
any serial principal installments for which the City did not receive 
proceeds from corresponding Purchased Principal Installments of at 
least a like amount 


Interest on the Bond shall only accrue on the purchased 
installments, and shall accrue based on the amount of and purchase 
date of such installments. In the event less than the Principal Amount 
of the Bond is purchased by the Authority, any portion of the Principal 
Amount is prepaid as provided below, or any serial principal payment 
becomes due before the City has received proceeds from 
corresponding Purchased Principal Installments of at least a like 
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amount, then the Authority may prepare a new serial principal 
installment repayment schedule acceptable to the City 


6. Bond Register, Record of Payments. The Bond shall be 
registered on the bond register maintained by the Finance Director 


The Finance Director shall record on the bond register payment by the 
City of each installment of principal or interest or both when made and 
the canceled checks or other records evidencing such payments shall 
be returned to and retained by the Finance Director and shall be 
conclusive evidence of such payments and the obligation of the City 
with respect to such payments shall be discharged to the extent of 
such payments 


Upon payment by the City of all outstanding principal of and 
interest on the Bond, the Authority shall deliver the Bond to the City for 
cancellation 


7. Execution and Delivery. The Bond shall be executed in the 
name of the City with the manual or facsimile signatures of the Mayor 
and the Clerk of the City (provided that at least one of the signatures 
‘on the Bond shall be a manual signature) and shall have the seal of 
the City, or a facsimile thereof, printed or impressed on the Bond. After 
execution, the Bond shall be delivered to the Authority by the Finance 
Director or his designee 


8. LTGO Nature of Bond. The Bond is anticipated to be paid 
from funds lawfully available to the City for this purpose such as 
revenues derived from the operation of the City’s sewage disposal 
system, and ad valorem taxes pursuant to a pledge of the City’s limited 
tax full faith and credit. The Bond shall be a limited tax general 
obligation of the City. As such, it shall be payable as a first budget 
obligation from the general fund of the City and from taxes imposed on 
all taxable property in the City, subject to applicable constitutional, 
statutory and charter tax rate limitations. Commencing with the year 
2014, there shall be levied upon the tax rolls of the City in the manner 
required by law, an amount such that the estimated collection 
therefrom will be sufficient to promptly pay, when due, the principal of 
and interest on the Bond becoming due prior to the next annual tax 
levy; provided, however, that if at the time of making any such annual 
tax levy there shall be other monies to make the required payments on 
the Bond, then the City shall take such monies into account in 
determining such annual levy. 


9. Debt_Retirement_Payments. The Finance Director is 
authorized and directed to open a separate depositary account with a 


bank or trust company to be designated Wet Weather Control Program 
Debt Retirement Fund (the "Debt Retirement Fund’), the moneys to be 
deposited into the Debt Retirement Fund to be specifically earmarked 
and used solely for the purpose of paying principal of and interest on 
the Bond and additional future series of bonds issued by the City for 
the purposes of completing construction of the Improvements as such 
principal and interest become due. The Finance Director is further 
authorized and directed to pay, or cause to be paid, from the Debt 
Retirement Fund or other available funds, all payments of principal, if 
any, and interest on the Bond to the Authority's depository, or in the 
event the Authority is no longer the owner of the Bond, to the owner of 
the Bond, in accordance with the requirements of the Bond. The Debt 
Retirement Fund may be pooled or combined with the other debt 
retirement funds for issues of bonds of like character as provided by 
the Revised Municipal Finance Act, Act 34, Public Acts of Michigan, 
2001, as amended, or other state law 


1¢. Construction Fund. The proceeds of the Bond and the prior 
series of bonds issued by the City for the purposes of completing 
construction of the Improvements and no other moneys shall be 
deposited in a fund designated as the Wet Weather Control Program 
Limited Tax General Obligation Bond Construction Fund (the 
“Construction Fund’). Said moneys shall be used solely for the 
purposes for which the Bond, and other bonds issued for the Wet 
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Weather Control Program, are issued. Any unexpended balance of the 
proceeds of the sale of the Bond remaining after completion of the 
Improvements herein authorized may be used at the discretion of the 
Director of Public Service for further Improvements included in the Wet 
Weather Control Program required by DEQ. Any remaining balance 
after such expenditure shall be used for the prepayment of installments 
of the Bond or the purchase of installments of the Bond at not more 
than the fair market value thereof 


The appropriation of moneys for “eligible” (not to exceed the 
maximum Principal Amount of the Bond) and “ineligible” costs of the 
Improvements (as those terms are defined by the Authority and DEQ) 
is hereby approved. Said moneys shall be used solely for the purposes 
of making Improvements included in the Wet Weather Control Program 
Project Plan approved by the DEQ, and ancillary related expenses 
After completion of the Improvements and disposition of remaining 
proceeds, if any, of the Bond pursuant to the provisions of this section, 
the Construction Fund may be closed 


11. Mutilated, Lost, Stolen or Destroyed Bonds. In the event 
any Bond is mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed, the Mayor and the City 


Clerk may, on behalf of the City, execute and deliver a new Bond 
having a number not then outstanding, of like date, maturity and 
denomination as that mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed. In the case of 
a mutilated Bond, a replacement Bond shall not be delivered unless 
and until such mutilated Bond is surrendered to the City. 


In the case of a lost, stolen or destroyed Bond a replacement 
Bond shall not be delivered unless and until the City shall have 
received such proof of ownership and loss and indemnity as they 
determine to be sufficient, which shall consist at least of (i) a lost 
instrument Bond for principal and interest remaining unpaid on the lost, 
stolen or destroyed Bond: (ii) an affidavit of the registered owner (or his 
or her attomey) setting forth ownership of the Bond lost, stolen or 
destroyed and the circumstances under which it was lost, stolen or 
destroyed; (ii) the agreement of the owner of the Bond (or his or her 
attorney) to fully indemnify the city against loss due to the lost, stolen 
or destroyed Bond and the issuance of any replacement bond in 
connection therewith; and (iv) the agreement of the owner of the Bond 
(or his or her attorney) to pay all expenses of the City in connection 
with the replacement, including the transfer and exchange costs which 
otherwise would be paid by the City. 


12. Arbitrage and Tax Covenants. The City hereby covenants 
that, to the extent permitted by law, it shall take all actions within its 


control necessary to maintain the exclusion of the interest on the Bond 
from adjusted gross income for general federal income tax purposes 
under the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (the “Code”), 
including but not limited to, actions relating to the rebate of arbitrage 
earnings, if applicable, and the expenditure and investment of Bond 
proceeds and moneys deemed to be Bond proceeds 


13. Approval of Documents. The proposed form of Purchase 
Contract between the City and the Authority (the "Purchase Contract”), 


the proposed form of Issuer's Certificate to be executed by the City 
(the “Issuer's Certificate”) and the proposed form of Supplemental 
Agreement among the City, the Authority and the DEQ (the 
“Supplemental Agreement”) on file with the City Clerk are hereby 
approved. The Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally

Mayor Virg Bernero Fiscal Year 2015 Budget Presentation 
Thank you President Boles. 


Council colleagues, ladies and gentleman -- both here in the audience 
and watching from home — | am privileged to stand before you tonight 
to present my Fiscal Year 2015 executive budget recommendation 


|_am pleased to report that after a protracted battle with the Great 
Recession, the budget | propose tonight begins in balance, rather than 
in deficit, for the first time in a decade. 


At long last, we have moved beyond the relentless deficits of the Great 
Recession to achieve short-term fiscal stability. 


That's something we can all be proud of, and it wasn’t easy — not for 
me and my team, not for our employees, and not for our taxpaying 
citizens and businesses. Not for this Council. In fact it was a pretty 
rough road 


Yet we have come out the other side standing tall, with our AA credit 
rating intact, with a growing rainy day fund, and a growing confidence 
that the worst days are behind us. 


We made a lot of tough decisions along the way. Our employees 
made significant sacrifices. And when we were forced to call on 
Lansing residents to increase their own taxes to avoid layoffs in our 
police and fire departments, they responded. For that | will always be 
grateful 


It wasn't easy to reduce the city workforce by one-third, but it was 
necessary to resolve the structural deficit in our budget: we simply did 
not have enough revenue to support a 1,200 person workforce. 


We still don’t and probably won't ever again. Our ‘right sized” city 
government is far more lean and efficient than in the past. It finally 
“fits” within the revenues we expect now and in the future. 


For the first time in recent years, city revenues will grow slightly in 
FY15, driven by recovering property tax revenues and a significant 
rebound in income tax revenues. 


As a result, the General Fund budget | propose tonight totals $118.5 
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million -- a 2.5% increase compared to the current year 


As for revenue sharing - the other major component of our revenues - 
we await the Legislature's decision on how much we will get, but we 
are cautiously optimistic that we will receive an additional allocation 
from the state 


After more than a decade of broken promises that have cost our city 
over $70 million, it is about time the state steps up to provide this 
critical revenue to Lansing and cities across the state 


The primary drivers of cost increases in our budget continue to be 
pensions and health care. General Fund contributions to employee 
pensions and retiree health care in FY15 will total more than $25 
million 


Taken together, these costs represent more than 20% of our general 
fund budget. As these costs increase, taking an ever-larger share of 
‘our budget, they crowd out spending on essential services like police 
and fire protection 


Health care costs for our current employees also continue to escalate 
Last year we were fortunate to see no rate increases, but we have just 
learned that health care costs for our current employees will increase 
by nearly 8% in the year ahead 


We continue to work with our employee unions to enact compensation 
reforms that drive down these costs while continuing to provide good 
and competitive benefits to our employees 


Contractual changes we have achieved with the cooperation of our 
employees include reduced pension multipliers and increased 
employee contributions, and lower cost health plans in accord with the 
state-mandated hard cap 


We have implemented retiree health care for the employee only until 
Medicare eligibility; and hybrid defined benefit/defined contribution 
pension plans for future employees. 


Despite the progress we've made to-date, we have more work to do. 
Our long-term challenges remain as daunting as ever, but we will 
tackle them with the same determination we used to survive the Great 
Recession 


As cities and townships continue to fall by the wayside, and fall under 
the control of emergency managers, Let me be clear once again 
That's not going to be Lansing’s future. Not on my watch 


To guide our efforts in addressing these long-term challenges, | have 
asked Mayor David Hollister and the Financial Health Team to renew 
their efforts to find solutions that make sense. The FHT will 
reconvene in April and meet on a quarterly basis going forward 


They will dig even deeper into potential solutions for our long-term 
liabilities. They will scrutinize our budget policies and practices to 
bring short-term spending plans into alignment with long-term strategic 
goals 


And they will help us make 50-year decisions about our facilities and 
infrastructure. Their review will include the potential sale of land or 
other city assets that are no longer needed 


Michigan State University and President Lou Anna Simon continue to 
support these efforts by lending us Dr. Eric Scorsone, one of the 
nation’s leading experts in municipal finance. In fact, Dr. Scorsone is 
leading a new fiscal training program for city officials that aims to help 
our elected officials gain a deeper understanding of municipal finance 


The Lansing Regional Chamber is also supporting these efforts 
through a new Fiscal Health Scoreboard that will track our successes 
in implementing the recommendations of the FHT. 
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Even as we emerge from the shadows of the Great Recession, we 
must continue to make strategic investments that drive our city 
forward. 


One area where we can make only a modest investment - about $1.5 
million next year - is in repairing our roads. Everyone knows by now 
that the state has failed miserably to properly fund road repairs 
Decades of underinvestment are coming home to roost in the worst 
potholes we've ever seen. Again | say to the Legislature and Governor 
— FIX THE ROADS NOW. 


We are grateful for the additional resources we will receive from the 
state to backfill our Act 51 budget, which is the fund we use to plow the 
roads in the winter and fill potholes in the spring and summer. 


After record-breaking plowing and salt usage due to the toughest, 
longest winter in memory, the extra halfmillion we are slated to receive 
will be put to good use 


Thank you, Senators Whitmer and Rick Jones and our entire Capitol 
Caucus. 


But it is not nearly enough. We would need 30 TIMES that much - $15, 
million per year, every year, for a decade, just to get our roads back up 
to average. Not excellent — just average. When the cost of rebuilding 
a road from the ground up is $1 million per mile, in a city with more 
than 400 miles of local roads, you can do the math: 


We simply cannot go back again and again to Lansing taxpayers to 
ask for more. It is the state's responsibility and they must step up to 
the plate and get it done 


Compared to our roads, the sidewalks that connect our neighborhoods 
and allow safe passage to school for our children look pretty good. But 
in fact they are also in a serious state of disrepair 


Last year we allocated $250,000 to make the most urgent repairs and 
to partiall yfund our gap closure program. This year | will propose an 
additional $370,000 to continue that important work. 


It is not enough to fix every sidewalk, but it will allow us to make real 
progress. With improving finances, it is always tempting to start 
spending. It is tempting to address the strains on all of our 
departments that have resulted from workforce reductions. 


Our employees are working harder than ever, many of whom are doing 
the work that was previously done by 2 or 3 employees. 


In this budget we will take a prudent approach and add staff only 
where it is vitally necessary. Toward that end, we will create one new 
contract position and two new fulltime employee positions 


First, my budget includes funding for a social media manager. With 
each passing day, social media plays an increasingly important role in 
how we communicate with each other. More and more of our citizens 
are using their computers and smartphones to stay in touch with 
friends and family and with the news of the day 


The December ice storm showed that social media can also play a vital 
role in emergency communications with our residents. The BWL 
recently hired a social media manager and this year we will do the 
same. 


Managing social media for an organization as large as the City of 
Lansing is not something our existing employees can do when they 
happen to have free time. 


Expectations are rising quickly that social media channels will be 
updated on a daily basis, and in an emergency, nothing less than 
multiple updates each day will do. We will make that happen 
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We will add one new position in the City Attorney's Office, which 
manages an extraordinary caseload of legal issues. Often we turn to 
outside legal counsel to defend the city in lawsuits, issue bonds and 
other specialized legal work. We can and will do more of this work in- 
house, at a lower cost to taxpayers. 


Finally, we will add one full-time position in our Human Services and 
Community Relations Department, which provides vital services for our 
most vulnerable citizens, including children, seniors and the homeless 


The department manages millions of dollars in federal grants, and 
supports key programs like our Mobile Food Pantry, Lansing 
Community Connect, Kids Connect, and many more 


Though the Great Recession has ended, the challenges facing many 
of our citizens in its aftermath have not. 


We will also allocate funds to keep 11 grant-funded police officers on 
the job protecting our city. In this year's budget we set aside $436,000 
to keep these officers on the force when the grants expire. This year 
we will allocate an additional $436k to ensure that every grant-funded 
officer remains on our police force, keeping our residents and 
neighborhoods safe. 


We will also continue to make strategic investments that provide our 
employees with the tools they need to do their jobs. Our vehicle fleet 
is aging, especially our police cars and fire equipment. 


The police and fire millage approved by our voters is generating 
surplus revenues, and those revenues will be used to acquire and 
equip new police cars 


We will also upgrade the police radio system as we transition to the 
statewide emergency communications system that provides the 
essential interoperability required by modern law enforcement 


After acquiring 4 new fire trucks this year, my budget also proposes 
adding a new ambulance and replacing the turnout gear that keeps our 
fire fighters safe, while they work to keep us safe 


We will continue to implement the information technology 
modernization strategy | outlined a year ago to streamline business 
processes and improve customer service. IT is fundamental to 
everything we do as a city, and our current systems are woefully 
outdated 


Over the next two years we will invest $2 million to replace 
workstations, implement new software solutions that improve 
efficiency, and replace key components of our IT infrastructure before 
they experience a catastrophic failure 


My budget for the Police Department also includes a modest allocation 
to support our new School Watch program, a partnership between the 
Lansing School District and Sparrow Health Systems. School Watch 
will deploy a team of citizen volunteers to keep additional eyes and 
ears on our school campuses and surrounding neighborhoods to keep 
kids safe as they travel to and from school 


We are also working with the school district to launch a new program 
called SAVE - Student Accounts Valuing Education. 


Also known as Children's Savings Accounts, the program is designed 
to create a bank account for every child in the Lansing schools to add 
to their prospects for being able to afford college or technical education 
after high school 


That, my friends and colleagues, is an overview of my budget plan for 
FY15. I'm sure we will have many things to discuss in the weeks 
ahead as you commence your budget hearings 
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| want to take a moment to thank my team, especially Finance Director 
Angie Bennett, for all the hard work they have put into developing this 
budget 


And | look forward to working with you, my City Council colleagues, in 
good faith partnership, to ensure that we adopt a spending plan for the 
coming fiscal year that is responsible and sustainable, and that 
delivers real value to our taxpayers 


We've been through the storm, now let's be sure we remain headed in 
the right direction

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, Counties of Ingham and Eaton, State 
of Michigan (the “City’) incorporated the City of Lansing Building 
Authority (the “Building Authority") under the provisions of Act 31, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1948 (First Extra Session), as amended ("Act 
34"); and 


WHEREAS, the Building Authority and the City entered into a Full Faith 
and Credit General Obligation Contract of Lease dated November 14, 
1989 (the “1989 Contract”) pursuant to which the Building Authority 
acquired, constructed, and equipped a parking project which was later 
Modified by resolution of City Council to consist of several automobile 
parking lots (the “Parking Facilities"), and the City makes Cash Rental 
payments (the "Cash Rentals’) to the Building Authority for lease of the 
Parking Facilities pursuant to the 1989 Contract; and 


WHEREAS, in order to finance the acquisition, construction, and 
equipping of the Parking Facilities, the Authority issued its Building 
Authority Bonds, Series 1990 dated May 17, 1990 in the original 
agaregate principal amount of $32,791,403.90 (the "1990 Bonds"); and 


WHEREAS, in order to refund a portion of the 1990 Bonds, the 
Authority issued its 2009 Building Authority Refunding Bonds (Limited 
Tax General Obligation) (Federally Taxable) dated October 8, 2009 in 
the original aggregate principal amount of $8,161,690.80 (the "2009 
Bonds,” and collectively with the 1990 Bonds, the “Prior Bonds"); and 


WHEREAS, the Building Authority proposes to refund the remaining 
outstanding portion of the Prior Bonds through issuance of its Building 
Authority Refunding Bonds (Limited Tax General Obligation) (Federally 
Taxable) in one or more series in an original aggregate principal 
amount not-to-exceed $20,000,000 (the “Building Authority Refunding 
Bonds’) in order to reduce the annual Cash Rental payments; and 


WHEREAS, Act 31 has been amended by Act 37, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 2014, signed into law by the Governor on March 20, 2014 
with immediate effect, to authorize a building authority to issue bonds 
for the purpose of refunding bonds, such as the 1990 Bonds, which are 
capital appreciation bonds originally issued on May 17, 1990, in 
anticipation of the contract obligations of the incorporating unit to make 
cash rental payments to the Building Authority under a full faith and 
credit general obligation contract of lease dated November 14, 1989, 
or bonds, such as the 2009 Bonds, issued to refund those bonds, even 
ifthe refunding will not result in net present value savings; and 
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WHEREAS, the Tax Increment Finance Authority of Lansing (the 
“TIFA’) established by the City under the provisions of Act 450, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1980, as amended (the “TIFA Act”) has previously 
issued its 1994 Development and Refunding Bond (Limited Tax 
General Obligation) in the original aggregate principal amount of 
$25,108,133.20 (the “1994 Bond’); and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of the TIFA Act, the TIFA has 
previously issued its 2009 Refunding Bonds (Limited Tax General 
Obligation) (Federally Taxable) in the original aggregate principal 
amount of $10,410,265.70 (the "2009 Bonds,” and collectively with the 
1994 Bond, the “Prior TIFA Bonds’) for the purpose of refunding the 
1994 Bond; and 


WHEREAS, the TIFA proposes to refund the Prior TIFA Bonds through 
issuance of Refunding Bonds (Limited Tax General Obligation) 
(Federally Taxable) in one or more series in an original aggregate 
principal amount not-to-exceed $20,000,000 (the “TIFA Refunding 
Bonds’) in order to better match the TIFA’s annual debt service costs 
to the estimated annual Tax Increment Revenues; and 


WHEREAS, the TIFA Act has been amended by Act 38, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 2014, signed into law by the Governor on March 20, 2014 
with immediate effect, to permit a TIFA to issue a qualified refunding 
obligation if the TIFA refunds a bond, such as the 1994 Bond, which is 
refunding bond that is an other protected obligation issued as a capital 
appreciation bond delivered to the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority 
on December 21, 1994, or bonds, such as the 2009 Bonds, issued to 
refund that bond, even if the refunding will not result in net present 
value savings 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 
1. Building Authority Refunding Bonds. The City requests the 
Building Authority to issue the Building Authority Refunding Bonds. City 
Council hereby approves reduction of the current annual Cash Rentals 
payable by the City for lease of the Parking Facilities after the Building 
Authority Refunding Bonds are issued. The City acknowledges that the 
underwriter of the Building Authority Refunding Bonds has advised that 
under current market conditions, the refunding will produce preliminary 
estimated net present value dis-savings as shown in the Authority's 
resolution authorizing the Building Authority Refunding Bonds. 


The City covenants and agrees to continue to make payments to 
the Building Authority, in accordance with the requirements of the 1989 
Contract, of Cash Rentals in amounts sufficient to pay the principal of 
and interest on the Building Authority Refunding Bonds, and any of the 
Prior Bonds which are not refunded and remain outstanding, and to 
pay all transfer and escrow agent fees and other expenses and 
charges payable with respect thereto. The City acknowledges and 
agrees that the Building Authority shall have all rights and remedies set 
forth in the 1989 Contract to enforce the obligations of the City with 
respect to the Building Authority Refunding Bonds in the same manner 
and to the same extent that such rights and remedies were available 
with respect to the Prior Bonds 


The City specifically (but not by way of limitation) reaffirms its 
pledge of its full faith and credit for the payment of its obligations with 
respect to the bonds issued under the 1989 Contract, including the 
Building Authority Refunding Bonds, and reaffirms the City's obligation 
to levy taxes to pay Cash Rentals under the 1989 Contract in amounts 
sufficient to enable the Building Authority to pay the principal of and 
interest on the bonds issued under the 1989 Contract, including the 
Building Authority Refunding Bonds. 


2. _TIFA Refunding Bonds. The City hereby irrevocably pledges 
its full faith and credit for the payment of the TIFA Refunding Bonds. If 
at any time the Tax Increment Revenues are insufficient to pay the 
principal of and interest on the Bonds as the same become due, the 
City, upon notification by the TIFA, shall as a first budget obligation 
advance from its general funds an amount to pay said principal and 
interest, or in the event of insufficiency of the City's general funds, levy 
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ad valorem taxes on all taxable property within the boundaries of the 
City in an amount to pay said principal and interest, provided that such 
tax levy shall be within applicable constitutional, statutory and charter 
tax rate limitations. 


The City acknowledges that the underwriter of the TIFA 
Refunding Bonds has advised that under current market conditions, 
the refunding will produce preliminary estimated net present value dis- 
savings as shown in the resolution of the TIFA authorizing the TIFA 
Refunding Bonds. 


3. Official Statement and Continuing Disclosure. The City 
hereby agrees to co-operate with the Building Authority and the TIFA in 
preparation of preliminary and final official statements or other 
marketing circular describing the Building Authority Refunding Bonds 
and the TIFA Refunding Bonds (collectively, the "Refunding Bonds’), 
and in any application for bond ratings and municipal bond insurance 
The City hereby agrees to enter into a Continuing Disclosure 
Undertaking Agreement in order to enable the underwriters of the 
Refunding Bonds to comply with the requirements of Rule 15¢2-12 
promulgated by the Securities and Exchange Commission 


4. Other Actions. The Mayor and City Clerk, Finance Director, 
Chief Operating Officer and any other officers, administrators, agents 
and attorneys of the TIFA are authorized and directed to execute and 
deliver all other agreements, documents and certificates and to take all 
other actions necessary or convenient to complete the issuance, sale, 
and delivery of the Refunding Bonds in accordance with this 
Resolution. The Mayor and City Clerk are authorized and directed to 
execute, for and on behalf of the City, any amendments or 
supplements to the 1989 Contract, and the Contract of Lease between 
the City andthe TIFA dated December 20, 1994, in order to reduce the 
annual Cash Rental payments, even if the new payment schedule will 
not result in net present value savings, or as may be otherwise 
appropriate in connection with the issuance of the Refunding Bonds 
The Finance Director or any other officer of the City is hereby 
authorized to request any approvals or waivers from the Michigan 
Department of Treasury in support of requests filed by the Building 
Authority and the TIFA in connection with the issuance of the 
Refunding Bonds.

* Public Comment on Petition Process for the Montgomery Drain 
Project 


Emails were acknowledged received and added to the public record 
from Sanjay Bisht, Tamiko Rothhom, Walt Sorg, Tom Stanton, Brian 
Baer, Nancy Mahlow, and Ann Francis in support of moving forward 
with the Montgomery Drain Project by the City Clerk. 


Also, an email was received and added to the public record from 
Annette Irwin who expressed concems with paying an assessment for 
the Montgomery Drain Project that she feels will likely not have a direct 
benefit to homeowners like her family who reside in the Frandora Hills 
subdivision, 


Trisha Foster, as legal counsel to several clients in the Montgomery 
Drain district, stated that she has sent a letter to all of the 
councilmembers on March 24, and shared concerns that her clients 
have that the Montgomery Drain appears to be on a fast track vote. 
They are generally supportive of the Red Cedar Renaissance 
development and commercial development. With regards to 
Montgomery Drain Improvement, her clients request that each property 
‘owner who benefits will be assessed, when the cost will be provided, 
time line of when the cost will be known, and the formula for the 
determination should be known now. They also want the assurance 
that the Red Cedar Development cost not be included in any of the 
assessment of current property owners and that those two projects are 
separate items. They wanted to make sure that their voices are heard 
before any vote, given their material investment in impacted property. 


Councilmember Boles stated that there was no plan to take a vote this 
evening regarding the petition, and that the petition will go back to 
committee for further review. 


Gabriel Zawadzki spoke in support of moving forward with the 
Montgomery Drain Project 


Julie Powers, on behalf of Mid-Michigan Environmental Council spoke 
in support of moving forward with the Montgomery Drain Project. The 
Environmental Council has done extensive study of the Red Cedar, 
and there is plenty of evidence that the current drain kills the river. 
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Jennifer Grau, as a citizen, not a facilitator of the Red Cedar 
Renaissance project, spoke in support of moving forward with the 
Montgomery Drain Project 


Dwight Washington spoke in support of moving forward with the 
Montgomery Drain Project, and can work together to find a solution 
that that benefits people, environment and business. 


Joel Ferguson, co-developer of the Red Cedar Renaissance, spoke in 
support of moving forward with the Montgomery Drain Project and in 
support of what the Drain Commissioner is doing for the environment 
He asserted the his development company has their own budget for 
over $50 million to have the site truly buildable, and would be very 
transparent to show that it is not coming from the Drain Project. The 
Renaissance Development is planning $2.5 million in water features 
like waterfalls. They would not have those features if the water is dirty. 
He recognized that the development would have indirect benefit toa 
clean river, but the surrounding communities are benefiting even more 
He concluded that the Renaissance Development is very transparent 
about what they are doing, and Pat Lindemann is not subsidizing what 
they are doing 


Michael Perry, speaking on behalf of the owner of the Frandor 
Shopping Center, supports the concept of a development and a project 
that deals with the alleged contamination of the Montgomery Drain 
Tunoff. It is good for Frandor, and good for Frandor's neighbors 
Frandor wants to make sure that the process to complete the 
Montgomery Drain Project be fair to all parties impacted and taxed for 
the project, the process free of conflict, and as transparent as it can be 
so that all persons, including taxpayers and property owners, are 
aware of the facts as the project moves forward 


Chris Stralkowski spoke in support of moving forward with the 
Montgomery Drain Project. 


Lynne Martinez spoke in support of moving forward with the 
Montgomery Drain Project 


Rick Kibbey, member of the City of Lansing Parks Board, spoke in 
support of moving forward with the Montgomery Drain Project, and that 
revenue from the sale of the property will be used to purchase 
additional park land. 


Liutaurus Gedvilas spoke in support of moving forward with the 
Montgomery Drain Project 


Councilmember Quinney asked the Ingham County Drain 
Commissioner to address when the cost will be provided, and the 
formula for determining assessments. 


Drain Commissioner Pat Lindemann provided a brief history of the 
Montgomery Drain and an overview of the steps his office takes to 
make a determination on the estimated cost of the project per State of 
Michigan Law. He does not have any plans or cost estimates at this 
time. He considers the Montgomery Drain a Public Act 40, Chapter 20 
drain 


The Drain Commissioner continued that an estimate would be 
available at the end of the design process which takes approximately 
eight months to a year, assuming no legal delays after the petition has 
been approved by at least two of the five government entities impacted 
by the Montgomery Drain 


According to Mr. Lindemann, each municipality will have to make their 
‘own determination on method of payment, and process if and how to 
assess impacted property owners. He has already met with many 
property owner interested in the project. He offered to have weekly 
meetings if necessary, and expressed a willingness to meet with 
anyone regarding the project 


He would like to hold multiple public “scope hearings” after the initial 
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draft design is available in order to receive public input which, in his 
experience, develops a better project 


Councilmember Wood asked how many petitions are needed to start 
the project, and has any other impacted government entity filed a 
petition yet. Drain Commissioner Lindeman replied that two 
government entities are required to file petitions, and none have done 
so yet 


Councilmember Wood asked if Mr. Lindeman was aware of the status 
of any other drain petitions. Mr. Lindeman replied that he has had 
preliminary conversations with the Ingham County Board of 
Commissioner and members of the Michigan State Highway 
Commission, because the rain runoff from the county and state roads 
in the Montgomery Drain District goes into the river, and they have a 
responsibility per the statue. 


Councilmember Wood asked who can appeal the decision of the Drain 
Commissioner or the determination of the assessment. 


Mr. Lindeman replied that If the two petitions are approved, then the 
next step is for “The Drain Board’ to have an open meeting, and the 
five municipalities have the right to appeal the decision of the Drain 
Board at that point. At the point where a unit of local government 
makes a decision on how to assess a propetty, it could be appealed by 
any party who feels that they may be aggrieved

DATED MAY 14, 2014 


The placement of public art and memorials adds to the unique 
character and quality of life of a community. Public art can play a part 
in strengthening civic identity, community pride, and create a cultural 
economy. By adding public art and memorials to an otherwise ordinary 
space, it can introduce a surprising, unexpected and energizing 
element. Public art and memorials have the capacity to humanize our 
urban and suburban environment, 


The correct public art and memorials located in the correct location can 
be the foundation for the creation of a "sense of place." Art and 
memorials placed in public spaces animates public and private spaces, 
rejuvenates structures and streetscapes, improves local business 
viability and public safety, and brings diverse people together to 
celebrate and inspire. 


The goal of the City of Lansing is to encourage the use of public art 
and memorials to create a feeling that this community is a special 
place and is distinct from anywhere else. Through this policy, Lansing 
seeks to provide opportunities for creating exciting and attractive public 
spaces that are used and enjoyed by the community including 
businesses and visitors to the area 


PUBLIC ART COVERED 


Public art, as defined by this policy, encompasses the broadest 
definition of visual art including the imaginative use and interplay of all 
attistic disciplines, Public art and memorials governed by this policy 
that are acquired by City Funds/Grants, donated to the City, or 
provided by a private entity as a community benefit should be visually 
or physically accessible to the public. 


GOALS 


The City of Lansing is committed to providing public art and memorials 
of exceptional quality which adds to the community's vibrancy and 
identity of this area. Our goal strives to: 
* Use public art and memorials to help express the City's 
history and cultural heritage 
* Foster the public's understanding and enjoyment of public art 
and memorials, 
* Use public art and memorials as a means to 
foster the community's sense of spirit, pride, and 
development 
«Enrich the quality of life for the community and the 
region by creating exciting, appealing and 
harmonious public spaces 
* Integrate public art and memorials into new City facilities 
* Enhance the City's image locally, regionally and nationally 
«Recognize the contribution of public art and memorials in 
economic development 


BOARD CONSIDERATION 


The Parks Board or Public Service Boards will provide 
recommendations to their corresponding city departments (Parks

«Artwork and memorial site locations 
Request for Proposals (RFPs) from artists 
Artists selection 
Artist contracts

Artwork and memorial dedication 


These boards are encouraged to have an outreach program that 
receives input on proposed pieces of artwork and memorials from 
surrounding neighborhoods, businesses, associations, artists, 
architects, landscape architects, engineers, and urban designers, etc 


ARTWORK AND MEMORIAL SELECTION PROCESS 


The phases below outline a suggested program for carrying out 
commissioned public art and memorial projects. These phases are 
intended to be guidelines, as it is recognized that each commission is 
unique and adjustments will need to be tailored to each individual 
project 


Phase One: Creation of Request for Proposals (RFP) 


Prior to sending out the REP, the City will request the respective Board 
to assess the specific needs, requirements and expectations for the 
installation of the artwork or memorial. It is recommended that the 
Board establish scoring criteria at this point and the criteria be included 
in any RFP 


With the agreement on the public art or memorial project and support 
from the City, the Board should review, comment and prepare any REP 
to artists. This review should include project specifics regarding the 
location, style or nature of the placement, type and theme of project 
and a budget. The RFP should be distributed to artists locally, 
throughout Michigan and nationally, so that the best possible pool of 
candidates can be assembled 


Applicants may be asked for the following 


* Small scale model or rough draft of a three dimensional work 
(when appropriate) or complete drawing of a two dimensional 
work 

«Drawings or photographs that demonstrate the relationship of the 
artwork or memorial to the site 

* Material samples for the artwork or memorial and any relevant 
construction materials. 

© Installation details. 

* Description of routine maintenance and estimate or maintenance 
costs. 

* Artist's resume’ 

«State of interest in the project. 

«Budget 

Phase Two Artist Selection and Contracts 

Proposed gifts, loans, creation and selection of public art and 

memorials will be reviewed by the respective Board with a 

recommendation to the City for final action. The following criteria will 

be used in any recommendation 


e —_ Use of local artists. 

* — Quality and condition of the artwork or memorial 

« Relativity to the City’s collection. Does the artwork or memorial 
enhance the existing collection of add diversity? How does the 
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piece engage the public? Are the materials appropriate? Is the 
piece susceptible to vandalism or graffiti? 

Availability of an appropriate site 

Durability of the artwork or memorial 

Ability to maintain the artwork or memorial 

Aesthetic merit. 


Contracts will be completed under the supervision of the Mayor, or 
his/her, designee, and City Attorney when needed. Ownership of the 
artwork or memorial may be transferred to the City at the time of the 
installation, with no rights remaining with the artist. The contract may 
prohibit duplication of the exact work for sale to others 


During the design and installation, the respective Board shall work with 
the artist to ensure all objectives are being met. Once the artwork or 
memorial is installed, the Board will hold a dedication ceremony to 
formally introduce the artwork or memorial with recognition of the artist 
with an appropriate plaque on site 

Phase Three Documentation/Evaluation 

Periodically, the respective Board will review these Public Art and 
Memorial guidelines to determine how they can be improved to better 
meet the community's needs and interests, and the goals of the Public 
Art and Memorial Program and recommend changes to the City. 


GENERAL GUIDELINES 


* Donated or loaned artwork and memorials will include 
identifying plaques. 

* All donated works will become part of the City's art 
collection with appropriate relinquishment of rights 
executed and as such may be relocated or 
decommissioned, 

* A catalog or public art and memorials should be 
maintained and filed with the City Clerk’s Office. 

* Monetary donations to help fund public art acquisitions 
may be accepted at any time and the City may set 
aside money for the acquisition and maintenance of 
public art and memorials as the budget permits in a 
separate account 

«Proposed commissioned memorial art may not ordinarily 
honor a living person, unless that person has made a 
significant and outstanding contribution to the arts or 
service to the City 

* A waiting period of at least one year should elapse 
before any nomination occurs 

«Relocation or decommissioning of art work while at the 
sole discretion of the City, one or more of the following 
reasons may be considered: 


© The condition or security of the art work cannot be 
reasonably guaranteed in its present location 
© The art work presents a public safety risk 
© The art work is damaged and repair is not feasible. 
© Significant changes in the use, character 
or actual design of the site requires a re- 
evaluation of the art work's relationship to 
the site 
© The art work requires excessive maintenance or has 
failures of design or workmanship 
FUNDING 
The City will financially support the installation and maintenance of 
public art and memorials whenever possible within the constraints of 
the yearly budget

BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, that the following policies are hereby 
established for the 2014/2015 fiscal year: 


FY 2015 Adopted Budget Policies 


In accordance with the State Uniform Budget and Accounting Act 
(Public Act 2 of 1968), the City of Lansing’s annual appropriations, as 
set forth in the annual budget resolution, shall be made in accordance 
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with Generally Accepted Accounting Principals (GAAP) and shall apply 
to all funds except internal service funds, debt service funds, 
permanent funds, and trust and agency funds. 


The City’s fiscal year is July 1 through June 30. In accordance with the 
City Charter, on or before the fourth Monday in March, the Mayor 
submits to the City Council a proposed operating budget for the fiscal 
year commencing the following July 1. No later than the third Monday 
in May, the Council adopts the budget and sets the property tax rates 
for the ensuing fiscal year. 


Appropriations are set forth in the annual budget resolution. Authority 
to transfer between appropriations is dictated by City Charter: 
however, additional administrative budget transfer authority is granted 
for the following instances. The Administration is requested to submit 
to Council quarterly reports of such transfers 


Wastewater Funds - the transfer resid 
ual State Revolving Fund (SRF) loan and/or bond proceeds between 
projects and project segments. 


Flood Control — the transfer of funds for flood control and/or storm 
sewer purposes to address flooding or unanticipated storm sewer 
maintenance needs. 


Major and Local Street (Act 51) Funding — Transfer authority is not 
limited by departmental allocation, and administrative authority is 
included for appropriation of MDOT special authorization funding 


Parking System — the transfer of capital project accounts from 
operating accounts is permitted to meet bid or unforeseen capital 
needs. 


Debt Service Funds - the transfer of residual balances between 
general obligation bond debt service accounts 


Vacancy Factor/funded and unfilled Positions -_The budget includes 
an attrition vacancy allowance of $800,000. The Administration is 
requested to provide Council on July 1, 2014 and every month, 
thereafter, a list of vacant positions by department. The Administration 
is also requested to provide, on a quarterly basis, a detailed list by 
Department of all positions by title, FTE, wagers and fringes, and 
impact on programs and/or services which are included within this 
allowance. The personnel wages and fringes associated with all 
positions identified above as of July 1, 2014 and any such position 
vacated, thereafter, shall be place in a budget control account, and will 
require City Council approval for expenditure 


In addition, administrative authority is granted for the transfer of wage 
and fringe benefit reserves to departmental budgets upon settlement of 
a collective bargaining agreement 


Carryforwards 
Authority is granted to reappropriate available capital project balances 
as of June 30, 2014 into the FY 2015 budget. All non-capital balances 
require City Council approval to carryforward, except for encumbered 
(purchase order) obligations less than $5,000 and not more than 8 
months old. 


Human Services and Community Supported Agencies Funding 
The plan for funding Agencies submitted to Council designate 
particular Agencies. If any agency does not apply for or use their 
funding, all funds will remain in their respective account(s) for 
additional appropriation and approval by Council for Human Services 
and Community Supported Agencies use pursuant to the Charter 
transfer authority. The Administration/Human Relations Community 
Services Department is requested to submit to Council a quarterly 
report on the status of the Human Services and Community Supported 
Agencies’ funding. This report should include the accounting level 
detail appropriation; amount spent, balance, and a notation as to 
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whether the balance of funds is expected to be spent by the end of the 
Fiscal Year; if not, why? 


General Fund Reserve Policy 

The City’s General Fund reserves consist of the General Fund fund 
balance and the Budget Stabilization Fund. Use of and contributions 
to the Budget Stabilization Fund are dictated by Ordinance section 
218.05. 


The targeted unrestricted balance for the combination of the General 
Fund fund balance and the Budget Stabilization Fund is a minimum of 
12% of General Fund expenditures and a maximum of 15% of General 
Fund expenditures. If events necessitate that the combined balances 
drop below 12% of General Fund expenditures, annual appropriations 
of a minimum of $500,000 will be made until the 12% target is reached. 
In the event that combined reserves are projected to exceed 15% of 
General Fund revenues, the excess amount will be used to 
supplement retiree healthcare prefunding, 


Debt Management 
Appropriations are made to adequately fund annual debt service 
obligations. Adherence will be made to required debt service reserves, 
where applicable, as well as to the provision of annual disclosures as 
required by outstanding bond obligations 


Investment Policy 
Management of cash investments is governed by the City’s investment 
policy and in accordance to State statute, with the objective being the 
maximization of return on the City’s governmental funds through 
pooling of funds where appropriate and permitted, monitoring of 
interest rates and fee structures. Investments of the Employee 
Retirement System, the Police and Fire Retirement System, and the 
VEBA, are governed those respective boards and dictated by their 
respective investment policies 


Strategic Planning and Budget Development 
In working toward the goal of the incorporation of strategic planning 
into the budget process, this next year, Administration is encouraged to 
work towards developing a multi-year budgeting process. This process 
should align the City's master plan, strategic goals, and performance 
metrics to short-term and long-term budget prioritysetting by Council 
in accordance with Financial Health Team recommendations. 


Civil Actions, Claims, and Damages 
Whenever a claim is made or any civil action is commenced against 
the Mayor, a City Council member, a non-bargaining unit employee, or 
a Lansing retirement board trustee (collectively in this provision ‘the 
Employee’) for damages caused by an act or acts of the Employee 
within the scope of his or her authority and while in the course of his or 
her employment with the City or his or her duties on behalf of the 
retirement board, the City will pay for, engage, or furnish the services 
of an attorney to advise the Employee as to the claim and to appear for 
and represent the Employees in the action. If the City Attorney does 
not provide the attorney services, the attorney selection shall be made 
by the City Attorney in the manner the City Charter requires. The City 
may compromise, settle, and pay a claim before or after the 
commencement of any civil action. Whenever any judgment for 
damages caused by the act or acts of the Employee covered under 
this provision is awarded against the Employee as the result of a civil 
action, the City will indemnify the Employee or will pay, settle, or 
compromise the judgment. The City’s obligations under this provision, 
however, is contingent upon the Employee giving prompt notice of the 
commencement of the action and upon the Employee cooperating in 
the preparation, defense, and settlement of the action. The term 
“scope of authority’ under this provision does not include any act or 
acts of Employee (i) fraud, (ii) dishonesty, (iii) willful, intentional, or 
deliberate violation of the law or breach of fiduciary duty, (iv) criminal 
act, of (v) traffic violation; nor does this provision abrogate or diminish 
governmental immunity. 


Grants 
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The Administration shall present to Council every application for any 
grant and, upon notification of the award of a grant, shall submit the 
grant to Council for acceptance. Administrative authority is given to 
create the necessary accounts and transfers in accordance with the 
requirements of the grantor. Any grant that can be applied for 
administratively should be submitted for Council review within 10 days 
of the application

ORDINANCE #1189 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND CHAPTER 608, SECTION 4, OF THE LANSING CODIFIED 
ORDINANCES BY ALLOWING FOR THE SALE OF ALCOHOLIC 
BEVERAGES WITHIN GROESBECK GOLF COURSE AND HOPE 
SOCCER COMPLEX, SUBJECT TO ORDINANCE REQUIREMENTS. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 608, Section 4, of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby 
amended to read as follows 


608.04. Restrictions on sale and consumption on public property 
(a) No person shall 


(1) Sell, consume or possess in an open container alcoholic beverages 
in the public streets, public places, parks, alleys, sidewalks, City- 
owned parking facilities or the Turner-Dodge House, except as 
provided in this section; or 


(2) Sell, consume or possess in an open container alcoholic beverages 
in a private parking lot or facility, including, but not limited to, shopping 
center parking lots or parking areas adjacent to commercial 
establishments which are utilized by patrons of the commercial 
establishment, unless such person has in his or her possession, in 
writing, the express permission or consent of the owner or lessee, or 
the lawful agent of the owner or lessee, of such lot or facility. This 
paragraph shall not apply to any event sponsored or authorized in 
writing by the owner or lessee of such premises. 


(b) Beer or wine may be sold and/or consumed in City parks, upon 
approval of the Mayor, if 


(1) For sales of beer and wine, a special license for such sale is 
obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control Commission and if the 
Mayor approves the license application prior to the issuance of the 
license. Approval by the Mayor shall be granted only if the license is to 
be utilized in conjunction with a City-approved cultural, ethnic or 
community activity open to the public or if the license is to be utilized in 
conjunction with a City-approved tourist or convention activity; or 


(2) For consumption only, where no sales occur, approval is granted 
for the consumption of beer and wine at a City-approved cultural, 
ethnic or community activity open to the public, or in conjunction with a 
City-approved tourist or convention activity, provided that with respect 
to either the sale of beer and wine, or consumption, where no sales 
occur, the requirements set forth in subsections (g), (h) and (i) hereof 
are met. Prior Mayoral approval shall not be required for the sale 
and/or consumption of beer and wine at the Turner-Dodge House, 
Scott House and Park and Cooley Gardens. 


(c) Notwithstanding the limitations set forth in subsection (b) hereof, 
beer or wine may be sold for consumption at Kircher Field or Ranney 
Field if a special license for such sale is obtained from the Michigan 
Liquor Control Commission and if the Mayor approves the license 
application prior to the issuance of the license. Approval of the Mayor 
shall be granted for the sale and/or consumption of beer and wine at 
Kircher Field or Ranney Field only in conjunction with City-approved 
district, State, regional or national adult athletic tournaments and if the 
requirements set forth in subsections (g), (h), and (i) hereof are met 
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(d) Notwithstanding the limitations set forth in subsection (b) hereof, 
beer or wine may be sold for consumption, and may be consumed, 
within the grounds of the Turner-Dodge House, Scott House and Park, 
Cooley Gardens, or Fenner Nature Center, provided that all permits 
required by the Department of Parks and Recreation have been 
obtained, a special license, if applicable, has been obtained from the 
Michigan Liquor Control Commission, and the requirements set forth in 
subsections (g), (h), and (i) hereof are met. Rental fses for the Turner- 
Dodge House, the Scott House and Park, Cooley Gardens, or Fenner 
Nature Center shall be set by resolution of Council. Use of the Tumner- 
Dodge House, Scott House and Park, Cooley Gardens, or Fenner 
Nature Center in conjunction with the sale of beer or wine for 
consumption shall not be limited to public events, but may also include 
private events 


(e) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption SALE AND 
CONSUMPTION OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES IS ALLOWABLE 
within the concession area or any other area within the perimeter of the 
Groesbeck Golf Course AND HOPE SOCCER COMPLEX provided 
that, if sold, a license for such sale has been obtained from the 
Michigan Liquor Control Commission, and provided, further, that any 
such consumption or sale shall be contingent upon approval by the 
Department of Parks and Recreation and subject to such rules or 
restriction as the Department may establish 


(f) Sale and consumption of alcoholic beverages may occur within the 
concession area or any other area within the City Market or its 
environs, provided that, if sold, a license for such sale has been 
obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control Commission and the sale 
and for consumption occurs within a clearly demarcated area in 
compliance with the license, and provided, further, that any such sales 
for consumption shall be contingent upon approval by the Lansing 
Entertainment and Public Facilities Authority (LEPFA) and subject to 
such tules or restrictions as LEPFA may establish. Notwithstanding 
section (i) herein, any such applicant shall file with the City Clerk proof 
of a personal injury and property damage insurance policy insuring 
such applicant against any liability imposed on such applicant or the 
City arising out of the sale or consumption of alcoholic beverages, and 
naming the City and LEPFA as additional insureds. Such policy shall 
provide for payment in the event of injury to or death of one person or 
more than one person, and for the payment for property damage in 
amounts set by Council resolution on the basis of recommendations by 
the Finance Department. This requirement may be waived or the 
amounts of such required insurance reduced by resolution of Council 
finding that such a reduction or waiver is in the public interest 


(g) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption within the streets, alleys, 
sidewalks and public places within the boundaries of the Downtown 
Mall and environs, as defined in Section 812.01 of the Business 
Regulation and Taxation Code, provided that the following conditions 
are satisfied 

(1) The request has been approved by the Mayor. 

(2) The individual, group or organization making the application obtains 
a special license for such sale and consumption from the Michigan 
Liquor Control Commission 


(3) The individual, group or organization has complied with subsections 
(g), (h), (i) and (j) hereof. 


(4) Any other conditions which the Mayor may require have been met 


(h) The City Clerk shall provide a form on which the applicant shall 
provide the following information: 


(1) The name and address of the applicant; 


(2) The name of the organization, if applicable; 
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(3) The type of event: 
(4) The date of the application; 

(5) The date and time of the event planned; 

(6) The purpose of the event; 

(7) The estimated number of persons attending; 


(8) The name of the insurance company, if applicable, from which the 
necessary public liability policy will be or has been obtained; 


(9) Proof that the proper rental fee has been paid, if applicable; and 
(10) The security measures which the applicant proposes to utilize. 


Upon the applicant's payment of an application fee, as determined by 
resolution of Council, the City Clerk shall forward the completed 
application form to the Police Department and to the Department of 
Parks and Recreation for review 


(i) Whenever a special license for the sale and/or consumption of beer 
or wine in City parks, or within the Downtown Mall and environs or 
upon the grounds of the TurnerDodge House, Scott House and Park, 
Cooley Gardens, or Fenner Nature Center is required, the applicant 
shall file with the City Clerk proof of a personal injury and property 
damage insurance policy insuring such applicant against any liability 
imposed on such applicant or the City arising out of the sale or 
consumption of beer or wine. Such policy shall provide for payment in 
the event of injury to or death of one person or more than one person, 
and for payment for property damage in amounts set by Council 
resolution on the basis of recommendations by the Finance 
Department. Such policy shall have a provision to the effect that the 
insurance company shall notify the City Clerk at least ten days prior to 
the expiration of such policy. However, this requirement may be 
waived or the amounts of such required insurance reduced by 
resolution of Council finding that such a reduction or waiver is in the 
public interest. 


() The applicant shall be solely responsible for providing adequate 
security, in the form of adequate personnel and fencing, as determined 
by the Department of Parks and Recreation.

(k) No person shall sell or dispense beer or wine for consumption in 
City parks, in any container other than a paper or plastic container. No 
person shall sell or dispense beer or wine for consumption within the 
Turner-Dodge House in any container other than a paper or plastic 
container unless prior written permission has been received from the 
Department of Parks and Recreation

(1) Notwithstanding any provision set forth in this Section 608.04 to the 
contrary, beer or wine may be sold for consumption on the premises, 
and may be consumed, at public or private events or functions within 
the grounds of the Potter Park Zoo Exploration and Discovery Center 
and Plaza, provided: 


a. Dispensing of beer or wine shall be conducted by persons or entities 
not affiliated with Potter Park Zoo or any of its auxiliary organizations; 


b. No beer or wine may be sold or dispensed during hours when the 
Potter Park Zoo is open to the general public: 


c. For sales of beer or wine for consumption on the premises an 
appropriate license shall be obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control

Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing (the "City’) financed the acquisition of 
Cooley Law School Stadium, a public multipurpose stadium (the 
“Stadium’), pursuant to the provisions of Act No. 99, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1933, as amended (“Act 99"), which act provides a means 
for a city to acquire and finance lands, property or equipment for public 
purposes; and 


WHEREAS, the Comprehensive Development Agreement relating to 
the Stadium by, between and among the City, the Lansing Brownfield 
Redevelopment Authority, Outfield Partners, LLC and Take Me Out to 
the Ballgame Limited Liability Company (the “Comprehensive 
Development Agreement") requires that the City shall cause certain 
renovations, reconstruction, improvement and development work to be 
performed at a cost of not-to-exceed $10,500,000; and 


WHEREAS, the City determines it to be necessary to purchase the real 
and personal property comprised of renovations, reconstruction, 
improvement and development of the Stadium as required by the 
Comprehensive Development Agreement (the “Property’) for public 
purposes at a total estimated cost of not-to-exceed $10,500,000; and 


WHEREAS, under the provisions of Act 99 the City is authorized to 
enter into any contracts or agreements for the purchase of real or 
personal property for public purposes, to be paid for in installments 
over a period not to exceed the useful life of the property acquired, as 
determined by resolution of the City Council, or 15 years, whichever is 
less, and the City wishes to negotiate the installment purchase 
financing of the Property through execution of an installment purchase 
agreement or contract as authorized by Act 99; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council wishes to authorize the Finance Director 
to negotiate the installment purchase financing of the Property through 
an installment purchase agreement or contract, and to take such other 
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actions as may be necessary or desirable in connection with the 
financing 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The useful life of the Property is hereby determined to be not less 
than 15 years. The acquisition of the Property and the approval of the 
installment purchase financing hereby are found and declared to be for 
a valid public purpose and in the best interest of the health and welfare 
of the residents of the City. 


2. The Finance Director is hereby authorized to negotiate one or 
more installment purchase agreements or contracts (the “Installment 
Purchase Contract”) with the sellers, contractors or installers of the 
Property, and one or more investment banks or other financial 
institutions (the “Financial Institution’) in substantially the form as she 
shall, in consultation with counsel, determine to be appropriate. 
Principal payable pursuant to the Installment Purchase Contract shall 
be payable over a period to be determined by the Finance Director but 
in any event not to exceed the useful life of the Property set forth in 
Section 1 of this Resolution. The aggregate principal amount to be paid 
by the City under the Installment Purchase Contract shall not exceed 
$10,500,000 


The Installment Purchase Contract shall bear interest at a fixed or 
variable rate or rates, not exceeding a fixed interest rate of 5.50% per 
annum. If the Installment Purchase Contract bears interest at a 
variable rate or rates, the Finance Director is authorized to establish by 
order, and in accordance with law, a means by which interest may be 
set, reset or calculated prior to maturity, provided that such rate or 
rates shall be at no time in excess of the maximum interest rate 
permitted by applicable law. Such rates may be established by a 
formula that is determined with respect to an index or indices of 
municipal obligations, reported prices or yields on obligations of the 
United States, the prime rate or rates of a bank or banks selected by 
the Finance Director or by any other method recommended by an 
investment banking firm or financial advisor selected by the Finance 
Director that specializes in the setting of interest rates for variable rate 
obligations. 


3. The City hereby agrees to include in its budget for each year a 
sum which will be sufficient to pay the principal of and the interest 
coming due under the Installment Purchase Contract before each 
following fiscal year. In addition, the City hereby pledges to levy, if 
necessary, ad valorem taxes on all taxable property in the City each 
year in an amount necessary to make its debt service payments under 
the Installment Purchase Contract, subject to applicable constitutional, 
statutory and charter tax rate limitations. THE CITY SHALL INCLUDE 
IN ITS BUDGET AND PAY EACH YEAR, UNTIL THE INSTALLMENT 
PURCHASE CONTRACT PAYMENTS ARE PAID IN FULL, SUCH 
SUM AS MAY BE NECESSARY EACH YEAR TO MAKE ALL 
PAYMENTS WHEN DUE, AND THE CITY AGREES, IF NECESSARY, 
TO LEVY SUFFICIENT TAXES TO PROVIDE THAT SUM WITHIN 
APPLICABLE CONSTITUTIONAL, STATUTORY AND CHARTER TAX 
RATE LIMITATIONS. The City’s obligation under the Installment 
Purchase Contract to make payments shall continue without reduction 
or abatement for any cause or reason whatsoever, including, but not 
limited to, casualty which results in the Stadium being untenantable, 
and without right of setoff or recoupment, until the payments are paid 
in full 


4. The Finance Director is hereby authorized to make all 
administrative transfers necessary to implement this resolution, 
including current fiscal year debt service account, and to establish 
appropriate construction and financing accounts. 


5 The City hereby consents to the Financial Institution making a 
public offering of the Certificates of Participation in the Installment 
Purchase Contract. By adoption of this Resolution the City assumes no 
obligations or liability to the Financial Institution for any loss or damage 
that may result to the Financial Institution from the adoption of this 
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Resolution, and shall not be responsible for any costs and expenses 
incurred by the Financial Institution in preparing for the public offering 
of the Certificates of Participation. The Finance Director and the Mayor 
and City Clerk are authorized to do all acts and things and, upon the 
advice of counsel and approval of the City Attorney, to execute any 
documents or certificates as may be necessary or desirable to enable 
the Financial Institution to issue the Certificates of Participation, 
including approval of circulation of an offering circular describing the 
Certificates of Participation (the “Offering Circular’) and deeming such 
Offering Circular “final” for purposes of compliance with Securities and 
Exchange Commission Rule 15c2-12. The City hereby agrees to 
enter into a Continuing Disclosure Undertaking relating to the Offering 
Circular in order to enable the Financial Institution to comply with the 
requirements of Rule 15c2-12 promulgated by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. The Finance Director is authorized to apply for 
ratings on the Certificates of Participation from such municipal bond 
rating agencies as deemed appropriate and to negotiate with insurers 
regarding acquisition of municipal bond insurance and to purchase a 
municipal bond insurance policy to secure payment of the Certificates 
of Participation 


6. The Finance Director, Chief Operating Officer, Mayor, City Clerk, 
City Attorney, or any of them, are hereby severally authorized to 
execute and deliver the Installment Purchase Contract in final form 
and, upon the advice of counsel and approval by the City Attorney, are 
hereby directed and authorized to execute and deliver such additional 
documentation as shall be necessary to effectuate the closing 
contemplated by the Installment Purchase Contract and the 
Certificates of Participation, including (a) requisition certificates (if 
provided by the form of Installment Purchase Contract) providing 
payment to the sellers of the Property as each portion of the Property 
is delivered on installed, or for reimbursement of previously 
appropriated or advanced costs, (b) a placement or purchase 
agreement relating to offering of the Certificates of Participation, (c) an 
agreement with a trustee and/or transfer and paying agent for the 
holders of the Certificates of Participation 


7. The City hereby requests that Miller, Canfield, Paddock and 
Stone, P.L.C. continue to serve the City as counsel for this financing, 
notwithstanding the potential concurrent representation of any other 
patticipant in the financing in matters not related to this financing. The 
City recognizes that Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, P.L.C. has 
represented from time to time, and currently represents, various banks, 
financial institutions, underwriters, contractors, vendors, and other 
potential participants in this financing for matters not related to this 
financing 


8. The Finance Director is hereby authorized to retain a financial 
consultant and placement agent to assist the City in preparation and 
planning for this financing.

WHEREAS, the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality 
(‘DEQ’) has issued Administrative Consent Order No. ACO-SW02-030 
(the “Administrative Consent Order’) requiring the City of Lansing (the 
"City’) to abate sanitary sewer overflows from the City’s sanitary 
sewage collection system: and 


WHEREAS, DEQ and the City have agreed to implement the Wet 
Weather Control Program State Revolving Fund Project Plan, as 
amended (the ‘Wet Weather Control Program Project Plan"), in 
compliance with the Administrative Consent Order; and 


WHEREAS, the City has agreed to undertake sanitary sewer 
improvements including the Sanitary Sewer Siphon 11 Replacement 
Project and the Central Interceptor / Sycamore - Lindbergh Interceptor 
Rehabilitation Project (collectively, the "Improvements’) as part of the 
Wet Weather Control Program Project Plan; and 


WHEREAS, the City has been offered funding for the Improvements 
from the State Water Pollution Control Revolving Fund, better known 
as the State Revolving Fund (SRF), a low interest loan financing 
program administered by the State Department of Treasury and the 
Michigan Finance Authority (the “Authority”); and 


WHEREAS, in order to obtain loans from the SRF Program, the City 
must issue bonds, and on January 24, 2014, in compliance with the 
requirements of Section 5(g) of the Home Rule Cities Act, Act 279, 
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Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended, the City published in the 
Lansing State Journal the “Official Notice to Electors and Taxpayers of 
the City of Lansing of Intent to Issue Bonds Secured by the Taxing 
Power of the City and Right of Referendum Thereon” (the “Notice of 
Intent”) which described bonds to be issued in one or more series in an 
aggregate principal amount not-to-exceed $9,000,000 for the purpose 
of paying the costs of the Improvements, and no petition has been filed 
requesting a referendum on the issuance of the bonds; and 


WHEREAS, the City has previously issued its $3,375,000 Wet 
Weather Control Program Limited Tax General Obligation Bond, Series 
2014, dated April 9, 2014 (the “Prior Bond") under the provisions of 
Part 43 of Act 451, Public Acts of Michigan, 1994, as amended 
(“Act 451”) as the first series of bonds described in the Notice of Intent, 
and delivered the Prior Bond to the Authority; and 


WHEREAS, at this time the City Council wishes to authorize the 
second series of bonds described in the Notice of Intent in an amount 
not-to-exceed $2,500,000; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council determines that it is necessary to 
authorize either the Chief Operating Officer or, in his absence, the 
Director of Finance (either, an “Authorized Officer”) to complete sale 
and delivery of the second series of bonds described in the Notice of 
Intent, within limitations contained in this authorization Resolution 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The City shall acquire and construct the Improvements pursuant 
to the Wet Weather Control Program Project Plan. The estimated 
period of usefulness of the Improvements is hereby declared to be not 
less than forty (40) years 


2. _Abond of the City designated as the WET WEATHER CONTROL 
PROGRAM LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION BOND, SERIES 
2014-2 (the “Bond’) is authorized to be issued for the purpose of 
paying costs of acquiring and constructing the portion of the 
Improvements comprised of the Central Interceptor / Sycamore - 
Lindbergh Interceptor Rehabilitation Project and the costs incidental to 
the issuance, sale and delivery of the Bond 


The Bond shall be issued in the principal sum of Two Million Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($2,500,000) or such lesser amount as 
shall be determined at the time of sale by the Authorized Officer as the 
estimated cost of the portion of the Improvements being financed with 
proceeds of the Bond, and approved by the DEQ and the Authority 
The City anticipates that the Authority will disburse payment to the City 
for the Bond in installments as needed to pay costs of the portion of 
the Improvements being financed with proceeds of the Bond. Under 
the terms of the Bond, the City will only be required to repay the 
principal portion of the Bond as shall have been disbursed to the City 
by the Authority (the "Principal Amount") 


The Authority has advised the City that the Authority will periodically 
provide to the City a statement showing the portion of the Principal 
Amount that has been advanced and the date of each advance 


The Bond shall be issued in the form of a single fully-registered, 
nonconvertible bond of the denomination of the principal sum issued, 
dated as of the date of delivery of the Bond. The maturity schedule for 
repayment by the City to the Authority of the Principal Amount of the 
Bond shall provide for annual payments in amounts to be determined 
at the time of sale of the Bond, on April 1 of each year beginning 
April 1, 2016 or on such other dates as may be determined by the 
Authorized Officer and approved by DEQ and the Authority. The 
Authority has advised the City that in the event that the maturity 
schedule approved at the time of sale of the Bond provides for 
payment of a principal sum greater than the Principal Amount 
disbursed to the City by the Authority, the Authority shall prepare a 
new payment schedule. Final determination of the principal sum of the 
Bond and the payment dates and maturity schedule shall be evidenced 
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by execution of the Purchase Contract between the City and the 
Authority providing for sale of the Bond. The Principal Amount of the 
Bond will be subject to prepayment prior to maturity as may be 
approved by the Authority. 


The City shall pay the Authority interest on each installment of the

Notwithstanding the intent to use Net Revenues of the System for 
payment of principal of and interest and premium on the Bond, the 
Bond shall be payable as a first budget obligation from the general 
funds of the City subject to applicable constitutional, statutory and 
charter tax rate limitations. Commencing with the year 2015, each year 
there shall be levied upon the tax rolls of the City for the purpose of 
paying principal of and interest and premium on the Bond an amount 
adequate to result in the estimated collection therefrom being sufficient 
to promptly pay, when due, the principal of and interest on the Bond 
becoming due prior to the next annual tax levy; provided that, at the 
time of making any such annual tax levy, the City shall take into

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 888 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan be amended to add a new section 888.32 to read as 
follows: 


888.32 THE ABIGAIL 


(A) PURPOSE. IT IS ACKNOWLEDGED THAT IT IS A PROPER 
PUBLIC PURPOSE OF THE STATE AND ITS POLITICAL 
SUBDIVISIONS TO PROVIDE HOUSING FOR ITS RESIDENTS 
OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME AND TO ENCOURAGE 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF SUCH HOUSING BY PROVIDING 
FOR A SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF PROPERTY TAXES IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE STATE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
AUTHORITY ACT OF 1966, BEING PUBLIC ACT 246 OF 1966, 
AS AMENDED [MCL 125.1401, ET SEQ]. THE CITY IS 
AUTHORIZED BY SUCH ACT TO ESTABLISH OR CHANGE 
THE SERVICE CHARGE TO BE PAID IN LIEU OF TAXES BY 
ANY OR ALL CLASSES OF HOUSING EXEMPT FROM 
TAXATION UNDER SUCH ACT AT ANY AMOUNT IT 
CHOOSES, NOT TO EXCEED THE TAXES THAT WOULD BE 
PAID BUT FOR THIS ACT. IT IS FURTHER ACKNOWLEDGED 
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THAT SUCH HOUSING FOR PERSONS OF LOW AND 
MODERATE INCOME IS A PUBLIC NECESSITY, AND AS THE 
CITY WILL BE BENEFITED AND IMPROVED BY SUCH 
HOUSING, THE ENCOURAGEMENT OF THE SAME BY 
PROVIDING CERTAIN REAL ESTATE TAX EXEMPTION FOR 
SUCH HOUSING IS A VALID PUBLIC PURPOSE. 


(B) DEFINITIONS. 


(1) “ACT MEANS THE STATE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
AUTHORITY ACT, BEING PUBLIC ACT 346 OF 1966, AS AMENDED 


(2) "ANNUAL SHELTER RENTS" MEANS THE TOTAL 
COLLECTIONS DURING AN AGREED ANNUAL PERIOD FROM ALL 
PERSONS OF LOW OR MODERATE INCOME, OCCUPYING THE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT REPRESENTING RENTS FOR 
OCCUPANCY, WHICH RENTAL AMOUNTS SHALL BE EXCLUSIVE 
OF CHARGES FOR GAS, ELECTRICITY, HEAT OR OTHER 
UTILITIES FURNISHED TO THE OCCUPANTS. 


(3) "AUTHORITY" MEANS THE MICHIGAN STATE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY. 


(4) “HOUSING DEVELOPMENT " OR " DEVELOPMENT" 
MEANS A DEVELOPMENT WHICH CONTAINS A SIGNIFICANT 
ELEMENT OF HOUSING FOR PERSONS OF LOW AND MODERATE 
INCOME AND SUCH ELEMENTS OF OTHER HOUSING, 
COMMERCIAL, RECREATIONAL, INDUSTRIAL, COMMUNAL AND 
EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES AS THE AUTHORITY MAY DETERMINE 
WILL IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF THE DEVELOPMENT AS IT 
RELATES TO HOUSING FOR PERSONS OF LOW AND MODERATE 
INCOME. FOR THE PURPOSE OF THIS SECTION, THE NAME OF 
THIS DEVELOPMENT IS THE ABIGAIL, AND CONSISTS OF FORTY

THE SOUTHWEST 1/4 OF SECTION 9, T4N-R2W, CITY OF

Bonds (Limited Tax General Obligation) under Section 517 of Act 34 in 
the amount of Two Million Two Hundred Seventy-Five Thousand 
Dollars ($2,275,000) (the "Bonds") for the purpose of financing costs of 
acquisition and construction of the Capital Improvements appears to 
be the most practical means to that end; and 
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WHEREAS, a Notice to Electors of the City of intent to issue the Bonds 
to finance the Capital Improvements and right of referendum thereon 
was published in accordance with Act 34, and no petitions requesting 
referendum on issuance of the bonds were filed with the City Clerk 
during the referendum period; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council wishes to authorize the Finance Director 
(the “Authorized Officer’) to sell and deliver and receive payment for 
the Bonds without the necessity of the City Council taking further 
action prior to sale and delivery of the Bonds 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


4 Bonds of the City designated as the 2014 CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENT BONDS (LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION) 
are authorized to be issued in the aggregate principal sum of Two 
Million Two Hundred Seventy-Five Thousand Dollars ($2,275,000) for 
the purpose of paying all or part of the costs of acquiring and 
constructing the Capital Improvements, including the costs incidental to 
the issuance, sale and delivery of the Bonds. 


The Bonds shall consist of bonds in fullyregistered form of the 
denomination of $5,000, or integral multiples thereof not exceeding for 
each maturity the maximum principal amount of that maturity, 
numbered as determined by the Transfer Agent (as hereinafter 
defined). The Bonds shall bear interest at the rates determined upon 
sale of the Bonds but in any event not to exceed 3.00% per annum 
The Bonds shall bear interest, mature as serial or term bonds, and be 
payable at the times and in the manner as may be determined by the 
Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bonds.

A RESOLUTION TO AUTHORIZE 

* Up to $600,000 of installment purchase financing for police 
cruisers.

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing (the ‘City") determines it to be 
necessary for the public health, safety and welfare of the City and its 
residents and employees to acquire new police cruisers (the 
“Property’) at a total estimated cost of not-to-exceed $600,000; and 


WHEREAS, under the provisions of Act 99, Public Acts of Michigan, 
1933, as amended ("Act 99"), the City Council is authorized to enter 
into any contracts or agreements for the purchase of real or personal 
property for public purposes, to be paid for in installments over a 
period not to exceed the useful life of the property acquired, as 
determined by resolution of the City Council, or 15 years, whichever is 
less; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council wishes to authorize the Finance Director 
(the “Authorized Officer’) to negotiate the installment purchase 
financing of the Property without the necessity of the City Council 
taking further action 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to negotiate one or 
more installment purchase agreements or contracts with the 
sellers of the Property and a bank or other financial institution, in 
substantially the form as she shall, in consultation with counsel, 
determine to be appropriate. Principal payable pursuant to the 
installment purchase agreements or contracts shall be payable 
over a period to be determined by the Authorized Officer but in 
any event not to exceed the useful life of the Property set forth in 
Section 2 of this Resolution. The net interest cost payable under 
the installment purchase agreements or contracts shall not 
exceed 5.00% per annum, and the aggregate principal amount to 
be paid by the City under the installment purchase agreements or 
contracts shall not exceed $600,000 


2. The useful life of the Property is hereby determined to be not less 
than 4 years. The acquisition of the Property and the approval of 
the installment purchase agreements or contracts hereby are 
found and declared to be for a valid public purpose and in the 
best interest of the health and welfare of the residents of the City.

The Authorized Officer is hereby directed and authorized to 
execute and deliver the installment purchase agreements or

certificates (if provided by the form of installment purchase 
agreement or contract) providing payment to the sellers of the 
Property upon delivery of any portion of the Property or for 
reimbursement of previously appropriated or advanced costs.

The City hereby makes the following declaration of intent for the 
purpose of complying with the reimbursement rules of Treas.

The City reasonably expects to reimburse itself with proceeds of 
debt to be incurred by the City for the expenditures made to pay 
certain costs associated with the Property which were or will be 
paid subsequent to sixty (60) days prior to the date hereof from 
the general funds or capital fund of the City. 


As of the date hereof, the maximum principal amount of debt 
expected to be issued for reimbursement purposes, including 
reimbursement of debt issuance costs, is $600,000, which debt 
may be issued in one or more series and/or together with debt for 
other purposes.

b. One appointed by Delta Township 


c. One at-large seat representing the remaining communities in the 
BWL sence territory, the appointment of which will be rotated 
between the following municipalities annually:

ii, DeWitt Township 
iii. Lansing Township. 


WHEREAS, the Mayor's recommendation may be accomplished by 
amending the Charter to provide for advisory non-voting 
representatives on the Board of utility service customers from 
municipalities outside the City;

WHEREAS, in the interest of adopting and implementing the CRT 
recommendations, the Mayor has proposed an amendment to the City 
Charter that authorizes the Mayor to exercise administrative and

WHEREAS, The first service held in the newly built St. Paul's 
Episcopal Church was held 100 years ago on September 23, 1914. 
This was the fourth building the parish had occupied since its founding 
in 1849, the first of which was the old State Capitol building. The parish 
intends to celebrate this momentous occasion with a full year of 
commemorations and celebrations; and 


WHEREAS, The design and construction of the current St. Paul's 
building, located on Seymour and Ottawa, began in 1913 and was 
completed in 1914. The design was originated by the current rector at 
the time, The Reverend Henry J. Simpson; a talented artist and 
engineer. Reverend Simpson departed from the conventional 
construction of churches at that time and redesigned St, Paul's by 
using ten pillars to support the high ceilings. With this new design, the 
entire central area of the nave becomes a free standing unit requiring 
no butresses. The stone carving above the center entrance door to the 
church--two swords crossed saltirewise~is the symbol of St. Paul, the 
symbol of the parish, and is attired in the "whole armor of God--having 
on the breastplate of righteousness." Ephesians 6 11-17; and 


WHEREAS, This new St. Paul's structure stands beside the earlier 
chapel of 1873 which later became a new structure for the parish hall 
St. Paul's Church consists of four buildings; the church, where the first 
service was held 100 years ago on September 23, 1914; the chapel, 
which was consecrated on September 28, 1943; the parish house, and 
connecting cloister, which were dedicated on October 2, 1952; and the 
annex, which joins the north end of the church and was placed in use 
in September of 1967; and 


WHEREAS, St. Paul's Church, known as one of the Capitol Square 
churches, is distinguished by the outstanding stained glass windows, 
the woodcarvings, the needlework, altar furnishings and paintings. The 
two largest stained glass windows known as the Robson Window and 
the Te Deum Window were installed when the church was built. The 
Robson Window over the high altar is a memorial to the Reverend 
George A. Robson, 16th rector of St. Paul's. The woodcarvings were 
gifts of the Reverend William S. Hill, the 25th rector of St. Paul's who 
served God and the needs of the parish from 1959 to 1983; and 


WHEREAS, Throughout the last 100 years, there have been times of a 
blossoming congregation with abundant finances and times of a 
decreasing congregation and struggling finances, but throughout, St. 
Paul's has remained a vibrant and dynamic church meeting the 
spiritual needs of the people of Lansing and the surrounding area. The

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City of Lansing “consider amendment of the City Charter to clarify the 
powers of the Mayor and to provide the Mayor executive authority over

WHEREAS, the CRT report supported this recommendation by noting 
that “during emergencies, there must be a clear and clean command 
structure” and that “such events often require streamlined command 
and control systems within a government, to assure a rapid, agile and 
flexible response to the crisis”, and 


WHEREAS, in the interest of adopting and implementing the CRT 
recommendations, the Mayor has proposed an amendment to the City 
Charter that authorizes the Mayor to exercise administrative and 
executive authority over the BWL in the event of a declared 
emergency; and 


WHEREAS, the City previously passed Resolution 2014-204, with the 
intent of placing a Charter amendment before the voters; and 


WHEREAS, Resolution 2014-204 provided for the form of the Charter 
amendment question; and

WHEREAS, the CARE Program provides empathic listening to the 
vietims, assesses a victims risk of further injury or homicide, provides 
education on the power and control behavior of assaults, personal 
safety planning, helps to arrange safe shelter, provides advocacy with 
legal and civil court proceedings, assists with Victims’ Rights 
Compensation medical forms, provide available free 911 phones, 
arranges transportation to local community agencies, accesses other 
community resources available to the victims, dispenses emergency 
personal need items; and 


WHEREAS, drawing as necessary on community referrals, the CARE 
program is a post-arrest response team responding to victims of

WHEREAS, Michigan's Elliott-Larsen Civil Rights Act, Public Act 453 of 
1976, prohibits discrimination in employment, housing, public 
accommodations, public services and educational facilities based on 
religion, race, color, national origin, age, sex, height, weight, familial 
status, or marital status; and 


WHEREAS, Representative Jim Dressel (R-Holland) first introduced 
legislation in 1983 to extend the protection of the Elliott-Larsen Civil 
Rights to the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender (LGBT) 
community. Thirty-one (31) years later neither State nor Federal law 
prohibits discrimination based on sexual orientation and gender 
identity. As a result, it remains legal to fire someone solely for being 
gay or transgender, to deny someone housing based solely on their 
sexual orientation, and to refuse to serve someone based only on their 
gender identity; and 


WHEREAS, the Michigan Department of Civil Rights has concluded 
that discrimination based on sexual orientation and gender identity in 
Michigan “exists and is significant" and "has direct negative economic 
effects on Michigan" and has recommended that the Michigan 
Legislature expand the Elliott-Larsen Civil Rights Act to include both 
sexual orientation and gender identity; and 
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WHEREAS, thirty-three (33) Michigan cities have passed local civil 
rights ordinances banning discrimination based on both sexual 
orientation and gender identity; and 


WHEREAS, business leaders from across Michigan have come 
together to form the Michigan Competitive Workforce Coalition to affirm 
that basic faimess and equality are cornerstone of our economy and 
that including sexual orientation and gender identity in Michigan's 
Elliott-Larsen Civil Rights Act strengthens that cornerstone at the very 
time Michigan is pushing hardest toward economic recovery; and

already adopted legislation prohibiting discrimination based on sexual

No one 
should have to live in fear that they could be legally fired for reasons

LANSING CITY COUNCIL RULES 
(As amended on December 8, 2014) 


Rule 1. Sessions of Council. Regular meetings of Council, unless 
otherwise set forth by resolution of City Council, shall be held on 
Monday evenings of each week at a time, place and date to be set by 
resolution of Council. Special meetings may be called as provided in 
Section 3-202 of the City Charter. 


Rule 2. Quorum; Attendance; Call of Council. Five members of 
Council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but a 
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lesser number may compel the attendance of absentees or adjourn 
any meeting or hearing until a later date 


No Council member shall absent himself or herself from the Council 
meeting without first having obtained leave from the Presiding Officer. 
The Presiding Officer may revoke leaves of absence at any time 


A call of Council may be ordered by the majority of Council Members 
present, whether a quorum or not, and in pursuance thereof, the Chief 
of Police, or any other person duly authorized by a majority of the 
Council Members present and voting, may be dispatched for, and take 
into custody and bring before Council any Council Members absent 
without leave 


THE PRESIDENT—POWERS AND DUTIES 


Rule 3. Presiding at Sessions. The President of Council shall preside 
over all sessions of Council, or, in his or her absence, the Vice 
President shall preside. If both the President and Vice President are 
temporarily absent, then the most recent past President shall preside 
as Acting President 


Rule 4. Appointment of Committee Members; Creation of Ad-Hoc 
Committees. The President shall appoint all Council Members to the 
standing committees, any Council Ad-Hoc Advisory Committee and to 
any outside agency (see Section 3-102.6 of the City Charter). The 
President shall appoint the Chairperson and Vice-Chairperson of each 
standing committee and any ad-hoc advisory committee. Each 
standing committee of City Council shall consist of three Council 
Members. The President may, at his or her discretion, create or 
discharge any ad-hoc advisory committees 


Rule 5. Staff Operations. The President of Council shall be 
responsible for Council staff operations. The President may, at any 
time, delegate in writing the responsibility for Council staff operations 
to the Vice President. IN THE EVENT THERE IS NO PRESIDENT, 
THE MOST RECENT PAST PRESIDENT OF COUNCIL SERVING 
SHALL BE RESPONSIBLE FOR STAFF OPERATIONS. IN THE 
EVENT THERE IS NO PRESIDENT OR PAST PRESIDENT OF 
COUNCIL SERVING, THEN COUNCIL IS RESPONSIBLE FOR 
STAFF OPERATIONS. 


THE CLERK'S DUTIES 


Rule 6. Calling the Roll and Noting Absentees, The Clerk, or his or 
her Deputy Clerk, shall call the roll at the opening of each meeting of 
Council and announce whether or not a quorum is present. He or she 
shall announce the names of the Council Members absent and enter 
the names of all absentees upon the record of proceedings 


Rule 7. Notice by the Clerk. The Clerk shall give notice, in writing, to 
committees, members of Council and City Officers concerning the 
agenda items which have been referred to them by City Council 


Rule 8. Preparation of Agenda. The Clerk's office shall prepare and 
provide copies of packets to Council and the Mayor of an agenda of 
business to be considered at each regularly scheduled Council 
meeting and any special meetings of City Council. No item of business 
shall be placed on the agenda for a regular meeting of Council unless 
the original document, annotated with such approvals as may be 
required, has been presented for filing in the office of the Clerk by 4:00 
p.m. on the Thursday immediately preceding the day of the Council 
meeting. The agenda for each such meeting shall be posted in the 
lobby of City Hall and Council Chambers not later than eighteen hours 
prior to the time of each such meeting, and at such other places as 
Council may deem appropriate 


Rule 9. Items Upon Agenda; Designated Items for Action. Any item 
of business not placed upon the Council agenda in accordance with 
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the terms of Section 3-103.2 of the City Charter and the provisions of 
these Rules shall not be considered at any meeting of Council, unless 
this Rule is suspended by the affirmative vote of six members of 
Council. Individual Council Members or committees may sponsor 
Tesolutions or ordinances (except initiatives and referendums 
presented by the citizenry) and place them on the Council agenda 


Resolutions may be sponsored by the Committee of the Whole if 
placed on the Council agenda by the President, or, in the President's 
absence, the Vice President, or by any four Council Members when 
their names are typed at the top of each resolution so sponsored. 
Committee reports may be sponsored and placed on the Council 
agenda by Committee Chairpersons or by any two members of the 
appropriate committees. Any committee report can be removed from 
the Council agenda at the Committee Chairperson's discretion. City 
Council staff shall inform the Clerk's office of those items upon which 
action is to occur at the Council meeting. The Clerk's office shall be 
responsible for designating those items which are on the Council 
agenda for action 


Rule 10. Consent Agenda. In preparing the agenda, the Clerk's office 
shall place all Legislative Matters, except for those requiring more than 
five votes or a roll call vote, on the Consent Agenda 


All Legislative Matters on the Consent Agenda may be acted upon in 
one vote; provided, however, that any Council member may identify 
specific items that are not to be included in the single Consent Agenda 
vote, but which are to be discussed and voted upon separately. These 
items shall be removed from the Consent Agenda. Items removed from 
the Consent Agenda are to be considered as part of the regular portion 
of the meeting to which they relate 


SERGEANT-AT-ARMS 


Rule 11. Powers and Duties. A police officer shall be present at all 
meetings of Council. The police officer shall be under the direction of 
the Presiding Officer, shall serve as security and as Sergeant-at-Arms 
of Council and shall have general charge and supervision of the 
Council Chambers, Council member offices, committee rooms, Council 
staff offices and work areas and all connecting hallways and passages. 


COUNCIL MEMBERS. 


Rule 12. Speaking. When a Council member desires to speak, he or 
she shall first address the Chair. Debate shall be governed by Mason's 
Manual of Legislative Procedure, except where superseded by these 
Rules. When the Presiding Officer desires to speak on any agenda 
item identified as an action item, he or she shall turn over the Chair to 
the Vice Chair. 


Rule 13. Compulsory Vote; Conflict of Interest. Each member of the 
Council shall vote on each question before the Council for a 
determination, unless excused therefrom by the affirmative vote of two 
thirds of the members serving, except that no member shall vote on 
any question upon which that member has a conflict of interest or a 
financial interest other than as a citizen of the City. If a conflict of 
interest question is raised under this section at any Council meeting, 
such question shall be determined by a majority those Council 
Members present and qualified to vote before the main question shall 
be voted on, but the Council member affected shall not vote on such 
determination 


Rule 14. Important Items; Vote Requested. Any matter of business 
requiring the vote of more than five members of Council, which is 
defeated at a meeting at which all members of Council are not present, 
may be reconsidered at either of the first two meetings thereafter. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS 


Rule 15. Generally. The order of business of the City Council shall be 
on a printed agenda prepared by the City Clerk. The order of business 
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for Council meetings shall be as follows: 
1. Roll Call; 

2. Meditation and Pledge of Allegiance; 

3. Reading and approval of printed Council Proceedings: 


4. Consideration of Late Items (Late items are to be considered as part 
of the regular portion of the meeting to which they relate); 


5. Tabled Items, if any (Tabled items are to be considered as part of 
the regular portion of the meeting to which they relate); 


6. Special Ceremonies; 
7. Comments by Council Members and City Clerk; 


8. Community Event Announcements (Time, Place, Purpose, or 
Definition of Event—one minute); 


9. Speaker registration for public comment on Legislative Matters; 
The Clerk or his or her designee will announce that the public 
comment registration form(s) for those intending to address Council on 
legislative matters will be collected: 

10. Mayor's Comments; 

11, Show Cause Hearings; 

Only persons who have received notice from the City as an interested 
party, or the interested party's agent with written permission, may 
speak on the agenda item which is the subject of a show cause 
hearing, for up to a total of three minutes 

12. Public Comment on Legislative Matters; 

Comment on legislative matters consists of the following items as listed 
‘on the agenda: Public Hearings (other than show cause hearings), 
Consent Agenda Items, Resolutions, Ordinances for Introduction, and 
Ordinances for Passage 

Each member of the public who has registered to speak will have up to 
a total of three minutes to address Council on legislative matters. The 
Presiding Officer may reduce the amount of time allowed for each 
speaker if he or she determined that the number of registered 
speakers is so numerous that the meeting cannot be timely concluded 
without a reduction in the time allocated for each speaker. 

13. Council Consideration of Legislative Matters; 


Council will consider its agenda and legislative matters in the following 
order: 


a) Referral of Public Hearings; 
b) Consent Agenda: 

c) Resolutions for Action; 

d) Reports from Council Committees; 

e) Ordinances for Introduction and Setting of Public Hearings; 
f) Ordinances for Passage.

Rule 16. Standing Committees. The standing committees of Council 
and their functions are as follows: 


Development and Planning. Reviews economic development 
matters, E.D.C. projects and the five-year plan covering development 
goals, policies, services and overall direction; reviews all matters 
having to do with land use, including zoning, plats and historical 
designations; reviews proposed modifications to the Master Plan: 
reviews acquisition and disposition of public property; and reviews 
changes to C.D.B.G. programming. 


General Services. Reviews licensing and regulation matters, 
personnel matters and human services; reviews matters pertaining to 
the arts, cultural and community-wide activities, special events and 
leisure time programs; has general oversight of City government 
operations (except those more specifically covered by another 
standing committee); reviews and prepares amendments or revisions 
to Council Rules; and develops policies that would turn over routine 
matters to the Administration wherever possible. 


Intergovernmental Relations. Represents Council in outreach efforts 
to improve working relationship with other political entities, with 
regional agencies and, internally, with such bodies as the Board of 
Water and Light, the Housing Commission, and the Entertainment and 
Public Facilities Authority. Its primary charge is to lead in the 
exploration of intergovernmental cooperation, toward provision of 
needed services in the best manner by the most appropriate 
jurisdiction with the least duplication of effort, to include specific 
emphasis on achieving a regional approach to various issues 


Public Safety. Reviews service levels and issues related to public 
safety, including police, fire, ambulance, emergency services, traffic 
environment and the building inspection program 


Public Services. Reviews all matters pertaining to wastewater 
treatment, sewer and street needs, long range infrastructure and parks 
and recreation needs and development and the Municipal parking 
system, including parking enforcement and policies. 


Ways and Means. Reviews all proposed modifications to the City's 
annual Budget and program audits prepared by the Internal Auditor, 
the City's short-range and long-range financial condition, workforce 
needs for City operations and financial impact statements developed 
on proposed actions; and reviews and develops policy 
recommendations on City financial and budget matters 
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Council Personnel. This Committee shall be comprised of four 
members and shall include the President, the Vice President, one at- 
large Councilperson, and one ward Councilperson. The Vice President 
shall serve as Chair of the Committee. 


The Committee on Council Personnel shall consider, study and 
recommend with respect to the following Council staff matters: 
Recruitment; selection; discipline; performance evaluations; job 
descriptions; policy and procedure manual development; any other 
personnel matter referred to it by the Council 


Except as may otherwise be provided herein, the President shall 
appoint a Chairperson and Vice Chairperson of each standing 
committee. In the temporary absence of the Chairperson, the Vice 
Chairperson shall act as Chairperson. The standing committees’ 
functions shall be reviewed by the Council President and shall be 
adopted by resolution of Council during January of each year. 


Rule 17. Duties of Committees; Quorum; Discharge of 
Committees. All committees appointed by Council shall thoroughly 
investigate such matters as are referred to them and report their 
findings in a timely manner. 


All committees appointed by Council, other than standing committees, 
shall have a fixed term of life and shall expire at such times unless 
extended by a majority vote of Council 


A quorum of a committee shall be a majority of the committee 
members serving 


A committee shall be discharged of any matter referred to it by an 
affirmative vote of two-thirds of the Council Members at the Committee 
of the Whole or City Council meeting. 


No Council Committee, Ad-Hoc or Standing, shall meet during a 
session of Council unless prior permission has been granted by 
Council. Any Council Committee, Ad-Hoc, Standing or Committee of 
the Whole, shall follow these Rules and Mason's Manual of Legislative 
Procedure whenever applicable. Every Committee, Standing or Ad- 
Hoc, shall provide an opportunity for the public to speak on items 
designated for action by the Committee. The Chairperson of each 
Committee, Standing or Ad-Hoc, shall be responsible for setting and 
enforcing the rules governing public comment at his or her Committee 


Rule 18. Rules of Decorum for Meetings. The Presiding Officer shall 
conduct Council meetings in an orderly manner. Members of Council 
and others in attendance shall obey directions of the Presiding Officer. 
Citizens and others attending Council meetings may address Council 
as specified in this Rule and Rule 14. Speakers will be requested to 
print their name, address, and the topic to be addressed on the 
appropriate registration form (Legislative or City Government Related 
Matters). The forms will be used to call speakers to the podium, allow 
Council Members to determine if the speaker is from his or her Ward, 
and to assist in the accuracy of recording Council Proceedings 


Council meetings are business meetings. Their purpose is to conduct 
the City's business. Public speaking at the Council meeting is to 
provide citizens the opportunity to be heard, express their views, and 
inform the Council and the Administration. In no case is the opportunity 
of a citizen to speak to be in the nature of a debate and neither the 
Council nor the Administration is under any obligation to respond 
specifically to any speaker. All remarks shall be addressed to the 
Council, the Mayor, and Administration representatives through the 
Presiding Officer. Individual Council Members, the Mayor, or 
representatives of the Administration present shall address the 
Presiding Officer for permission to inquire of speakers or members of 
the audience whenever he or she deems that such an inquiry may be 
helpful to City business 


No speaker called upon to speak shall by speech or conduct disturb, 
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disrupt, delay, interfere with, or otherwise impede the orderly conduct 
of the Council meeting, Speakers shall adhere to the time limits 
established by these Rules and the Presiding Officer. Extension of a 
speaker's time limit is permissible at the discretion of the Presiding 
Officer; or on a motion of a Council member, by affirmative vote of two- 
thirds of the Council Members serving 


No person in the audience at a Council meeting shall engage in 
speech or conduct which disturbs, disrupts, delays, interferes with or 
otherwise impedes the orderly conduct of the Council meeting, 
including, but not limited to whistling, stomping, clapping other than 
during special ceremonies, interrupting a speaker, or heckling. 


The Presiding Officer may rule any member of the public who is a 
speaker, meeting attendee, or audience member out of order for failing 
to follow Council's Rules or the Presiding Officer's directions, and may 
take whatever action is necessary to restore order to the meeting 


ADOPTION OF ORDINANCES 


Rule 19. Introduction; Consideration. Ordinances may be introduced 
by Council Members at any regular meeting of Council in the regular 
order of business. All ordinances must be in writing and shall be 
approved as to form and section numbers by the City Attorney 


The regular order for consideration of ordinance proposals shall be 
1) Introduction, first reading by title; 
2) Referral to the appropriate committee; 


3) Public hearing on the ordinance scheduled by Council, which 
hearing shall be scheduled to be held not sooner than five days after 
Notice of the hearing is posted on City bulletin boards; and 


4) Second reading by title and passage 


These four steps shall take place in not less than two regular meetings 
of Council. This Rule shall not be suspended except by the affirmative 
vote of six Council Members. 


Rule 20. Manner of Introduction; Form. In each ordinance amending 
an existing ordinance, changes or new matter shall be placed in capital 
type, and matter which has been omitted shall be indicated by printing 
in stricken through type. Every ordinance shall have endorsed thereon 
the name of the Council member introducing it. In the drafting of 
proposed ordinances, the lines on each page shall be numbered 
consecutively. The City Clerk's office shall meet reasonable requests 
for copies. They shall not be printed in Official Proceedings of the City 
Council of the City of Lansing until they are finally enacted 


Rule 21. First Reading, Referral and Report. All ordinances, on 
introduction, shall be read by title and shall be referred to the 
appropriate committee 


Rule 22. Readings. Every ordinance shall receive two readings by title 
previous to its being passed, and no ordinance shall be amended or 
committed until it has been read by title once. 


Rule 23. Amendment at Final Reading. A vote of five Council 
Members is required to adopt any amendment at the second reading of 
any ordinance recommended for passage 


Rule 24. Commitment Before Final Passage. It shall be in order at 
any time before the final passage of any ordinance to move its 
commitment or recommitment 


Rule 25. Final Vote; Publication. On final passage of all ordinances, 
the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays and entered upon the record 
of proceedings. No ordinance shall be declared passed unless five or 
more Council Members have voted therefor. Upon passage, all 
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ordinances shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation 
within the City with notice of their passage 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


Rule 26. Chairperson of Committee. When Council resolves itself 
into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall preside, except that 
in his or her absence, the Vice President shall preside. In the absence 
of both the President and the Vice President, the most recent past 
President of Council shall preside. 


Rule 27. Rules in Committee. The Rules of Council shall be observed 
in the Committee of the Whole except for limiting debate and moving to 
vote immediately. A motion that the Committee rise shall always be in 
order and shall be decided without debate. Motions recommending 
action by Council shall take precedence in the same order as 
analogous motions in Council. A motion to reconsider shall be in order 
in the Committee of the Whole 


MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Rule 28. Statement; Reduction to Writing; Withdrawal. No motion 
oF resolution shall be adopted until stated by the Chair. A motion shall 
be reduced to writing if required by any Council member, and, when 
presented in writing, shall be read by the Clerk before the same shall 
be open to debate. A resolution shall always be reduced to writing 
before being adopted. A request by any Council member for a 
reasonable recess to reduce a motion or resolution to writing shall 
always be in order and shall be granted. Any motion or resolution may 
be withdrawn by the sponsor at any time before decision or 
amendment. 


Rule 29. Precedence of Motions. When a question is under debate, 
no motion shall be received except: 


1) To adjourn: 
2) To take a recess; 

3) Tolay on the table: 

4) Call to question; 

5) To postpone to a day certain; 
6) Torefer or re-refer; 

7) To amend; or 

8) To postpone indefinitely 


Such motions shall take precedence in the order in which they appear 
above 


Rule 30. Motion to Adjourn; Nondebatable Motions. A motion to 
adjourn shall always be in order. A motion to adjourn, to recess, to lay 
upon the table or to vote immediately, and all questions relating to the 
priority of business, shall be decided without debate 


Rule 31. Motion to Lay on the Table. A decision to lay upon the table 
shall carry with it all questions to which it is attached, except in the 
case of laying an appeal (as explained in Rule 40) on the table 


Rule 32. Indefinite Postponement. A motion to postpone indefinitely 
the further consideration of any ordinance, motion, resolution or other 
matter shall require the votes of five Council Members to carry it, and 
the vote upon such a motion shall not be reconsidered. A motion to lay 
on the table, or a motion to reconsider the vote by which any 
ordinance, motion or resolution has failed to pass Council, if agreed to, 
shall have the effect of postponing indefinitely the consideration hereof, 
and shall require the votes of five Council Members to carry it. 
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Rule 33. Reconsideration. When a question has been once decided, 
it shall be in order for any Council member to move the reconsideration 
thereof, but no motion for reconsideration shall be in order unless 
made on the same day the vote was taken, or at the next regular 
meeting of Council. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 
A mation to reconsider the vote by which any ordinance, motion or 
resolution has passed Council shall require the votes of five Council 
Members to carry it 


Rule 34. Effect of Tabling Motion to Reconsider. It shall not be in 
order to take from the table a motion to reconsider, nor shall the vote 
whereby any motion to reconsider was laid on the table be 
reconsidered. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Rule 35. Division of Question. Any Council member may call for a 
division of any pending question, which shall be divided if it 
comprehends propositions so distinct that if one is taken away, a 
substantive proposition shall remain 


Rule 36. Roll Call Vote. The affirmative and negative votes shall be 
taken and recorded on all ordinances, and whenever requested by one 
or more Council Members, on any other matter. 


Rule 37. Other Business Cannot Interrupt Roll Call. When the yeas 
and nays are demanded upon any question, and after the question is 
stated by the Chair, the Clerk is directed to call the roll. After the first 
vote is given, no Council member shall be entitled to speak on the 
question, nor shall any motion be in order until such roll call is 
completed and the result declared, 


Rule 38. Appeals. Any Counc’l member may appeal from any decision 
of the Chair. On all appeals the question shall be: "shall the decision of 
the Chair stand as the judgment of Council?" Appeals shall be 
debatable except when Council is under operation of the order to vote 
immediately, or when the decision appealed from relates to the priority 
of business. 


Rule 39. Laying Appeal Upon the Table. Any appeal may be laid 
upon the table, but it shall not carry with it the subject matter before 
Council at the time such appeal is taken 


Rule 40. Suspension of Rules. Any Rule may be suspended by a 
vote of six Council Members 


Rule 41. Amendment; Repeal and Re-Adoption of Rules. A motion 
to amend or repeal any Council Rule shall require the votes of five 
Council Members. These Rules may be revised or amended and re- 
adopted by Council as it deems appropriate. A motion made under this 
Rule shall not be considered for adoption sooner than the next Council 
meeting. 


Rule 42. Parliamentary Practice. The rules of parliamentary practice 
comprised in Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure shall govern in 
all cases in which they are not inconsistent with the standing Rules and 
orders of Council or the City Charter during all meetings of Council and 
its committees and committees appointed by Council 


Rule 43. Closed Sessions. Council may meet in Closed Session 
pursuant to and consistent with the Michigan Open Meetings Act 


A cclosed session may be requested by the Mayor, the President or any 
two Council Members at any regular or special meeting. The person 
requesting a closed session shall state the purpose of such session 
The stated purpose of the closed session shall constitute the only 
agenda item(s) for the closed session 


Whenever Council enters a closed session in the tenth floor 
Conference Room of City Hall, all persons not required for the closed 
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session shall immediately leave the Conference Room and clear 
adjacent areas. The Council lobby shall be the nearest congregating 
area for those waiting to re-enter the meeting upon completion of the 
closed session when the closed session is held in the tenth floor 
Conference Room of City Hall 


Rule 44. Council Parking. Each member of Council shall have a 
permanently assigned parking space in the basement of City Hall 
These parking bays shall be nonassignable and shall be used 
exclusively by the Council Members unless prior approval has been 
given by that Council member. 


Rule 45. Compensation of Judges. If Council is requested or desires 
to appropriate money for the purpose of increasing the salary level of 
the Judges of the 54-A District Court, before action is taken thereon, 
the President of Council shall appoint an Ad-Hoc Citizens Advisory 
Committee of five members, which Committee shall examine the 
Judges’ salaries and any proposals to raise them and recommend to 
Council what, if any, increase is appropriate. Council shall consider the 
recommendation of the Committee in determining what, if any, 
increase in the Judges’ salaries should be granted 


Rule 46. Physical Presence Required. A member of Council must be 
physically present at any Council meeting, any Committee of the 
Whole meeting, any standing Council meeting or any special Ad-Hoc 
Council meeting, in order to vote or be counted as part of a quorum 
Amendments to City Council Rule #5, Staff Operations (per 
Council Rule #41, motion may not be considered for adoption 
until the next Council meeting)

WHEREAS, Public Act 123 of 1999, hereinafter sometimes referred to 
as the “Act”, established an expedited process whereby property on 
which taxes have not been paid could be sold for unpaid taxes; and 
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WHEREAS, the Act creates a series of stages through which a 
property on which the taxes have not been paid must pass before that 
property can be sold; and 


WHEREAS, the Act allowed each county in the State of Michigan to 
decide whether its treasurer or the State of Michigan would act as the 
governmental entity responsible for overseeing the stages through 
which a property on which the taxes have not been paid must pass 
before the property is sold; and 


WHEREAS, the Act refers to the governmental entity responsible for 
overseeing the stag2s through which a property on which the taxes 
have not been paid must pass before the property is sold as the 
foreclosing governmental unit; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to a concurring resolution of the County Board of 
Commissioners, the Treasurer of Ingham, (hereinafter referred to as 
the “Treasurer’), is the foreclosing governmental unit under the Act 
with authority to take all actions, judicial or otherwise, required under 
the Act in order to sell property on which the taxes have not been paid 
in Ingham County; and 


WHEREAS, one of the stages through which a property on which the 
taxes have not been paid must pass before the property is sold in 
foreclosure; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the Act fee simple title to a property on which 
the Treasurer has foreclosed vest in the Treasurer effective on the 
March 31% immediately succeeding the hearing for uncontested cases 
or 10 days after the conclusion of the hearing for contested cases; and 


WHEREAS, the Act prescribes how the Treasurer is to dispose of 
property obtained by foreclosure; and 


WHEREAS, the Act requires that the Treasurer give a list to the Clerk 
of the City of Lansing which list shall contain all the property in that city 
on which the Treasurer has foreclosed that has not been sold prior to 
December 1* of the year in which it is foreclosed upon; and 


WHEREAS, unless the City of Lansing objects in writing, the Act 
requires the Treasurer to transfer to that city fee simple title to the 
property on that list; and 


WHEREAS, the city has received from the Treasurer a list of property 
that may be transferred to it ifit does not object; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing does not wish to obtain from the 
Treasurer any property upon which the Treasurer has foreclosed but 
Not sold because of the cost of maintaining such property will exceed 
any benefit that will be obtained

WHEREAS, on November 24, 2014, the Committee finalized its review 
of proposed revision to the Rules, specifically Rule No. 5, intended to 
provide clarification regarding direction of staff operations when there 
is no Council President; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to Rule 16 of the current Rules, the Committee 
“reviews and prepares amendments or revisions to Council Rules”, and 


WHEREAS, the Committee has recommended proposed revisions to 
the City Council; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to Rule 41 of the current Rules, the proposed 
revisions shall be placed on the Agenda for Council receipt and review, 
but ‘shall not be considered for adoption sooner than the next Council 
meeting’, and 


WHEREAS, the Committee’s recommended revisions were placed on 
the Council Agenda for receipt at the November 24, 2014 Council 
meeting and considered for adoption at the December 8, 2014 Council 
meeting 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the City Council hereby 
adopts the City Council Rules as amended, which are fully set forth 
below. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the City Council Rules, as 
amended pursuant to this Resolution, shall be kept on file in the Office 
of the City Clerk, and the City Clerk shall make copies thereof available 
to City Council, the Administration, and the public. 


LANSING CITY COUNCIL RULES 
(As amended on December 8, 2014) 


Rule 1. Sessions of Council. Regular meetings of Council, unless 
otherwise set forth by resolution of City Council, shall be held on 
Monday evenings of each week at a time, place and date to be set by 
resolution of Council. Special meetings may be called as provided in 
Section 3-202 of the City Charter. 


Rule 2. Quorum; Attendance; Call of Council. Five members of 
Council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but a 
lesser number may compel the attendance of absentees or adjourn 
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any meeting or hearing until a later date. 


No Council member shall absent himself or herself from the Council 
meeting without first having obtained leave from the Presiding Officer. 
The Presiding Officer may revoke leaves of absence at any time 


A call of Council may be ordered by the majority of Council Members 
present, whether a quorum or not, and in pursuance thereof, the Chief 
of Police, or any other person duly authorized by a majority of the 
Council Members present and voting, may be dispatched for, and take 
into custody and bring before Council any Council Members absent 
without leave 


THE PRESIDENT—POWERS AND DUTIES 


Rule 3. Presiding at Sessions. The President of Council shall preside 
cover all sessions of Council, or, in his or her absence, the Vice 
President shall preside. If both the President and Vice President are 
temporarily absent, then the most recent past President shall preside 
as Acting President 


Rule 4. Appointment of Committee Members; Creation of Ad-Hoc 
Committees. The President shall appoint all Council Members to the 
standing committees, any Council Ad-Hoc Advisory Committee and to 
any outside agency (see Section 3-102.6 of the City Charter). The 
President shall appoint the Chairperson and Vice-Chairperson of each 
standing committee and any ad-hoc advisory committee. Each 
standing committee of City Council shall consist of three Council 
Members. The President may, at his or her discretion, create or 
discharge any ad-hoc advisory committees 


Rule 5. Staff Operations. The President of Council shall be 
responsible for Council staff operations. The President may, at any 
time, delegate in writing the responsibility for Council staff operations 
to the Vice President. IN THE EVENT THERE IS NO PRESIDENT, 
THE MOST RECENT PAST PRESIDENT OF COUNCIL SERVING 
SHALL BE RESPONSIBLE FOR STAFF OPERATIONS. IN THE 
EVENT THERE IS NO PRESIDENT OR PAST PRESIDENT OF 
COUNCIL SERVING, THEN COUNCIL IS RESPONSIBLE FOR 
STAFF OPERATIONS. 


THE CLERK'S DUTIES 


Rule 6. Calling the Roll and Noting Absentees. The Clerk, or his or 
her Deputy Clerk, shall call the roll at the opening of each meeting of 
Council and announce whether or not a quorum is present. He or she 
shall announce the names of the Council Members absent and enter 
the names of all absentees upon the record of proceedings 


Rule 7. Notice by the Clerk. The Clerk shall give notice, in writing, to 
committees, members of Council and City Officers concerning the 
agenda items which have been referred to them by City Council 


Rule 8. Preparation of Agenda. The Clerk's office shall prepare and 
provide copies of packets to Council and the Mayor of an agenda of 
business to be considered at each regularly scheduled Council 
meeting and any special meetings of City Council. No item of business 
shall be placed on the agenda for a regular meeting of Council unless 
the original document, annotated with such approvals as may be 
required, has been presented for filing in the office of the Clerk by 4:00 
p.m. on the Thursday immediately preceding the day of the Council 
meeting. The agenda for each such meeting shall be posted in the 
lobby of City Hall and Council Chambers not later than eighteen hours 
prior to the time of each such meeting, and at such other places as 
Council may deem appropriate 


Rule 9. Items Upon Agenda; Designated Items for Action. Any item 
of business not placed upon the Council agenda in accordance with 
the terms of Section 3-103.2 of the City Charter and the provisions of 
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these Rules shall not be considered at any meeting of Council, unless 
this Rule is suspended by the affirmative vote of six members of 
Council. Individual Council Members or committees may sponsor 
resolutions or ordinances (except initiatives and referendums 
presented by the citizenry) and place them on the Council agenda 


Resolutions may be sponsored by the Committee of the Whole if 
placed on the Council agenda by the President, or, in the President's 
absence, the Vice President, or by any four Council Members when 
their names are typed at the top of each resolution so sponsored. 
Committee reports may be sponsored and placed on the Council 
agenda by Committee Chairpersons or by any two members of the 
appropriate committees. Any committee report can be removed from 
the Council agenda at the Committee Chairperson's discretion. City 
Council staff shall inform the Clerk's office of those items upon which 
action is to occur at the Council meeting. The Clerk's office shall be 
responsible for designating those items which are on the Council 
agenda for action 


Rule 10. Consent Agenda. In preparing the agenda, the Clerk's office 
shall place all Legislative Matters, except for those requiring more than 
five votes or a roll call vote, on the Consent Agenda 


All Legislative Matters on the Consent Agenda may be acted upon in 
one vote; provided, however, that any Council member may identify 
specific items that are not to be included in the single Consent Agenda 
vote, but which are to be discussed and voted upon separately. These 
items shall be removed from the Consent Agenda. Items removed from 
the Consent Agenda are to be considered as part of the regular portion 
of the meeting to which they relate 


SERGEANT-AT-ARMS 


Rule 11. Powers and Duties. A police officer shall be present at all 
meetings of Council. The police officer shall be under the direction of 
the Presiding Officer, shall serve as security and as Sergeant-at-Arms 
of Council and shall have general charge and supervision of the 
Council Chambers, Council member offices, committee rooms, Council 
staff offices and work areas and all connecting hallways and passages 


COUNCIL MEMBERS. 


Rule 12. Speaking. When a Council member desires to speak, he or 
she shall first address the Chair. Debate shall be governed by Mason's 
Manual of Legislative Procedure, except where superseded by these 
Rules. When the Presiding Officer desires to speak on any agenda 
item identified as an action item, he or she shall turn over the Chair to 
the Vice Chair 


Rule 13. Compulsory Vote; Conflict of Interest. Each member of the 
Council shall vote on each question before the Council for a 
determination, unless excused therefrom by the affirmative vote of two- 
thirds of the members serving, except that no member shall vote on 
any question upon which that member has a conflict of interest or a 
financial interest other than as a citizen of the City. If a conflict of 
interest question is raised under this section at any Council meeting, 
such question shall be determined by a majority those Council 
Members present and qualified to vote before the main question shall 
be voted on, but the Council member affected shall not vote on such 
determination 


Rule 14. Important Items; Vote Requested. Any matter of business 
requiring the vote of more than five members of Council, which is 
defeated at a meeting at which all members of Council are not present, 
may be reconsidered at either of the first two meetings thereafter. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS 
Rule 15. Generally. The order of business of the City Council shall be 


on a printed agenda prepared by the City Clerk. The order of business 
for Council meetings shall be as follows: 
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1. Roll Call; 
2. Meditation and Pledge of Allegiance; 
3. Reading and approval of printed Council Proceedings; 


4. Consideration of Late Items (Late items are to be considered as part 
of the regular portion of the meeting to which they relate); 


5. Tabled Items, if any (Tabled items are to be considered as part of 
the regular portion of the meeting to which they relate); 


6. Special Ceremonies; 
7. Comments by Council Members and City Clerk: 


8. Community Event Announcements (Time, Place, Purpose, or 
Definition of Event—one minute); 


9. Speaker registration for public comment on Legislative Matters; 
The Clerk or his or her designee will announce that the public 
comment registration form(s) for those intending to address Council on 
legislative matters will be collected: 

10. Mayor's Comments; 

11, Show Cause Hearings; 

Only persons who have received notice from the City as an interested 
party, or the interested party's agent with written permission, may 
speak on the agenda item which is the subject of a show cause 
hearing, for up to a total of three minutes 

12. Public Comment on Legislative Matters; 

Comment on legislative matters consists of the following items as listed 
‘on the agenda: Public Hearings (other than show cause hearings), 
Consent Agenda Items, Resolutions, Ordinances for Introduction, and 
Ordinances for Passage 

Each member of the public who has registered to speak will have up to 
a total of three minutes to address Council on legislative matters. The 
Presiding Officer may reduce the amount of time allowed for each 
speaker if he or she determined that the number of registered 
speakers is so numerous that the meeting cannot be timely concluded 
without a reduction in the time allocated for each speaker. 

13. Council Consideration of Legislative Matters; 


Council will consider its agenda and legislative matters in the 
following order 


a) Referral of Public Hearings; 
b) Consent Agenda; 

c) Resolutions for Action; 

d) Reports from Council Committees; 

e) Ordinances for Introduction and Setting of Public Hearings: 
f) Ordinances for Passage 


14. Speaker Registration for Public Comment on City Government 
Related Matters; 


The Clerk or his or her designee will announce that the public 
comment registration form(s) for those intending to address council on 
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City Government Related Matters will be collected; 


15. Reports from City Officers or Boards and Commissions, 
Communications, Petitions, and other City Government Related 
Matters 


16. Motion of Excused Absence; 

17. Remarks by Council Members; 

18. Remarks by the Mayor or Executive Assistant; 

19. Public Comment on City Government Related Matters; 


Each member of the public who has registered to speak will have up to 
a total of three minutes to address Council on City Government 
Related Matters that concern them. A City Government Related Matter 
is an issue or topic relevant to the operation or governance of the City. 
The Presiding Officer may reduce the amount of time for each speaker 
if he or she determines that the number of registered speakers is so 
numerous that the meeting cannot be timely concluded without a 
reduction in the time allocated for each speaker. 


20. Adjournment. 


Rule 16. Standing Committees. The standing committees of Council 
and their functions are as follows: 


Development and Planning. Reviews economic development 
matters, E.D.C. projects and the five-year plan covering 
development goals, policies, services and overall direction: 
reviews all matters having to do with land use, including zoning, 
plats and historical designations; reviews proposed modifications 
to the Master Plan; reviews acquisition and disposition of public 
property; and reviews changes to C.D.B.G. programming. 


General Services. Reviews licensing and regulation matters, 
personnel matters and human services; reviews matters 
pertaining to the arts, cultural and community-wide activities, 
special events and leisure time programs; has general oversight 
of City government operations (except those more specifically 
covered by another standing committee); reviews and prepares 
amendments or revisions to Council Rules; and develops policies 
that would turn over routine matters to the Administration 
wherever possible. 


Intergovernmental Relations. Represents Council in outreach 
efforts to improve working relationship with other political entities, 
with regional agencies and, internally, with such bodies as the 
Board of Water and Light, the Housing Commission, and the 
Entertainment and Public Facilities Authority. Its primary charge is 
to lead in the exploration of intergovernmental cooperation, 
toward provision of needed services in the best manner by the 
most appropriate jurisdiction with the least duplication of effort, to 
include specific emphasis on achieving a regional approach to 
various issues. 


Public Safety. Reviews service levels and issues related to 
public safety, including police, fire, ambulance, emergency 
services, traffic environment and the building inspection program 


Public Services. Reviews all matters pertaining to wastewater 
treatment, sewer and street needs, long range infrastructure and 
parks and recreation needs and development and the Municipal 
parking system, including parking enforcement and policies 


Ways and Means. Reviews all proposed modifications to the 
City's annual Budget and program audits prepared by the Internal 
Auditor, the City's short-range and long-range financial condition, 
workforce needs for City operations and financial impact 
statements developed on proposed actions; and reviews and 
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develops policy recommendations on City financial and budget 
matters. 


Council Personnel. This Committee shall be comprised of four 
members and shall include the President, the Vice President, one 
at-large Councilperson, and one ward Councilperson. The Vice 
President shall serve as Chair of the Committee. 


The Committee on Council Personnel shall consider, study and 
recommend with respect to the following Council staff matters: 
Recruitment; selection; discipline; performance evaluations; job 
descriptions; policy and procedure manual development; any 
other personnel matter referred to it by the Council 


Except as may otherwise be provided herein, the President shall 
appoint a Chairperson and Vice Chairperson of each standing 
committee. In the temporary absence of the Chairperson, the Vice 
Chairperson shall act as Chairperson. The standing committees’ 
functions shall be reviewed by the Council President and shall be 
adopted by resolution of Council during January of each year. 


Rule 17. Duties of Committees; Quorum; Discharge of 
Committees. All committees appointed by Council shall thoroughly 
investigate such matters as are referred to them and report their 
findings in a timely manner. 


All committees appointed by Council, other than standing committees, 
shall have a fixed term of life and shall expire at such times unless 
extended by a majority vote of Council 


A quorum of a committee shall be a majority of the committee 
members serving 


A committee shall be discharged of any matter referred to it by an 
affirmative vote of two-thirds of the Council Members at the Committee 
of the Whole or City Council meeting. 


No Council Committee, Ad-Hoc or Standing, shall meet during a 
session of Council unless prior permission has been granted by 
Council. Any Council Committee, Ad-Hoc, Standing or Committee of 
the Whole, shall follow these Rules and Mason's Manual of Legislative 
Procedure whenever applicable. Every Committee, Standing or Ad- 
Hoc, shall provide an opportunity for the public to speak on items 
designated for action by the Committee. The Chairperson of each 
Committee, Standing or Ad-Hoc, shall be responsible for setting and 
enforcing the rules governing public comment at his or her Committee 


Rule 18. Rules of Decorum for Meetings. The Presiding Officer shall 
conduct Council meetings in an orderly manner. Members of Council 
and others in attendance shall obey directions of the Presiding Officer 
Citizens and others attending Council meetings may address Council 
as specified in this Rule and Rule 14. Speakers will be requested to 
print their name, address, and the topic to be addressed on the 
appropriate registration form (Legislative or City Government Related 
Matters). The forms will be used to call speakers to the podium, allow 
Council Members to determine if the speaker is from his or her Ward, 
and to assist in the accuracy of recording Council Proceedings. 


Council meetings are business meetings. Their purpose is to conduct 
the City’s business. Public speaking at the Council meeting is to 
provide citizens the opportunity to be heard, express their views, and 
inform the Council and the Administration. In no case is the opportunity 
of a citizen to speak to be in the nature of a debate and neither the 
Council nor the Administration is under any obligation to respond 
specifically to any speaker. All remarks shall be addressed to the 
Council, the Mayor, and Administration representatives through the 
Presiding Officer. Individual Council Members, the Mayor, or 
representatives of the Administration present shall address the 
Presiding Officer for permission to inquire of speakers or members of 
the audience whenever he or she deems that such an inquiry may be 
helpful to City business 
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No speaker called upon to speak shall by speech or conduct disturb, 
disrupt, delay, interfere with, or otherwise impede the orderly conduct 
of the Council meeting, Speakers shall adhere to the time limits 
established by these Rules and the Presiding Officer. Extension of a 
speaker's time limit is permissible at the discretion of the Presiding 
Officer; or on a motion of a Council member, by affirmative vote of two- 
thirds of the Council Members serving 


No person in the audience at a Council meeting shall engage in 
speech or conduct which disturbs, disrupts, delays, interferes with or 
otherwise impedes the orderly conduct of the Council meeting, 
including, but not limited to whistling, stomping, clapping other than 
during special ceremonies, interrupting a speaker, or heckling 


The Presiding Officer may rule any member of the public who is a 
speaker, meeting attendee, or audience member out of order for failing 
to follow Council's Rules or the Presiding Officer's directions, and may 
take whatever action is necessary to restore order to the meeting 


ADOPTION OF ORDINANCES 


Rule 19. Introduction; Consideration. Ordinances may be introduced 
by Council Members at any regular meeting of Council in the regular 
order of business. All ordinances must be in writing and shall be 
approved as to form and section numbers by the City Attorney 


The regular order for consideration of ordinance proposals shall be 
1) Introduction, first reading by title: 
2) Referral to the appropriate committee; 


3) Public hearing on the ordinance scheduled by Council, 
which hearing shall be scheduled to be held not sooner than 
five days after notice of the hearing is posted on City bulletin 
boards; and 


4) Second reading by title and passage. 


These four steps shall take place in not less than two regular meetings 
of Council. This Rule shall not be suspended except by the affirmative 
vote of six Council Members. 


Rule 20. Manner of Introduction; Form. In each ordinance amending 
an existing ordinance, changes or new matter shall be placed in capital 
type, and matter which has been omitted shall be indicated by printing 
in stricken through type. Every ordinance shall have endorsed thereon 
the name of the Council member introducing it. In the drafting of 
proposed ordinances, the lines on each page shall be numbered 
consecutively. The City Clerk's office shall meet reasonable requests 
for copies. They shall not be printed in Official Proceedings of the City 
Council of the City of Lansing until they are finally enacted 


Rule 21. First Reading, Referral and Report. All ordinances, on 
introduction, shall be read by title and shall be referred to the 
appropriate committee 


Rule 22. Readings. Every ordinance shall receive two readings by title 
previous to its being passed, and no ordinance shall be amended or 
committed until it has been read by title once. 


Rule 23. Amendment at Final Reading. A vote of five Council 
Members is required to adopt any amendment at the second reading of 
any ordinance recommended for passage 


Rule 24. Commitment Before Final Passage. It shall be in order at 
any time before the final passage of any ordinance to move its 
commitment or recommitment 


Rule 25. Final Vote; Publication. On final passage of all ordinances, 
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the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays and entered upon the record 
of proceedings. No ordinance shall be declared passed unless five or 
more Council Members have voted therefor. Upon passage, all 
ordinances shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation 
within the City with notice of their passage 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


Rule 26. Chairperson of Committee. When Council resolves itself 
into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall preside, except that 
in his or her absence, the Vice President shall preside. In the absence 
of both the President and the Vice President, the most recent past 
President of Council shall preside. 


Rule 27. Rules in Committee. The Rules of Council shall be observed 
in the Committee of the Whole except for limiting debate and moving to 
vote immediately. A motion that the Committee rise shall always be in 
order and shall be decided without debate. Motions recommending 
action by Council shall take precedence in the same order as 
analogous motions in Council. A motion to reconsider shall be in order 
in the Committee of the Whole 


MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Rule 28. Statement; Reduction to Writing; Withdrawal. No motion 
oF resolution shall be adopted until stated by the Chair. A motion shall 
be reduced to writing if required by any Council member, and, when 
presented in writing, shall be read by the Clerk before the same shall 
be open to debate. A resolution shall always be reduced to writing 
before being adopted. A request by any Council member for a 
reasonable recess to reduce a motion or resolution to writing shall 
always be in order and shall be granted. Any motion or resolution may 
be withdrawn by the sponsor at any time before decision or 
amendment 


Rule 29. Precedence of Motions. When a question is under debate, 
no motion shall be received except: 


1) To adjourn: 
2) To take a recess; 

3) Tolay on the table; 

4) Call to question; 

5) To postpone to a day certain; 
6) Torefer or re-refer; 

7) To amend; or 

8) To postpone indefinitely 


Such motions shall take precedence in the order in which they appear 
above 


Rule 30. Motion to Adjourn; Nondebatable Motions. A motion to 
adjourn shall always be in order. A motion to adjourn, to recess, to lay 
upon the table or to vote immediately, and all questions relating to the 
priority of business, shall be decided without debate 


Rule 31. Motion to Lay on the Table. A decision to lay upon the table 
shall carry with it all questions to which it is attached, except in the 
case of laying an appeal (as explained in Rule 40) on the table 


Rule 32. Indefinite Postponement. A motion to postpone indefinitely 
the further consideration of any ordinance, motion, resolution or other 
matter shall require the votes of five Council Members to carry it, and 
the vote upon such a motion shall not be reconsidered. A motion to lay 
on the table, or a motion to reconsider the vote by which any 
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ordinance, motion or resolution has failed to pass Council, if agreed to, 
shall have the effect of postponing indefinitely the consideration hereof, 
and shall require the votes of five Council Members to carry it 


Rule 33. Reconsideration. When a question has been once decided, 
it shall be in order for any Council member to move the reconsideration 
thereof, but no motion for reconsideration shall be in order unless 
made on the same day the vote was taken, or at the next regular 
meeting of Council. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 
A motion to reconsider the vote by which any ordinance, motion or 
resolution has passed Council shall require the votes of five Council 
Members to carry it 


Rule 34. Effect of Tabling Motion to Reconsider. It shall not be in 
order to take from the table a motion to reconsider, nor shall the vote 
whereby any motion to reconsider was laid on the table be 
reconsidered. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Rule 35. Division of Question. Any Council member may call for a 
division of any pending question, which shall be divided if it 
comprehends propositions so distinct that if one is taken away, a 
substantive proposition shall remain 


Rule 36. Roll Call Vote. The affirmative and negative votes shall be 
taken and recorded on all ordinances, and whenever requested by one 
or more Council Members, on any other matter. 


Rule 37. Other Business Cannot Interrupt Roll Call. When the yeas 
and nays are demanded upon any question, and after the question is 
stated by the Chair, the Clerk is directed to call the roll. After the first 
vote is given, no Council member shall be entitled to speak on the 
question, nor shall any motion be in order until such roll call is 
completed and the result declared 


Rule 38. Appeals. Any Council member may appeal from any decision 
of the Chair. On all appeals the question shall be: "shall the decision of 
the Chair stand as the judgment of Council?" Appeals shall be 
debatable except when Council is under operation of the order to vote 
immediately, or when the decision appealed from relates to the priority 
of business 


Rule 39. Laying Appeal Upon the Table. Any appeal may be laid 
upon the table, but it shall not carry with it the subject matter before 
Council at the time such appeal is taken 


Rule 40. Suspension of Rules. Any Rule may be suspended by a 
vote of six Council Members 


Rule 41. Amendment; Repeal and Re-Adoption of Rules. A motion 
to amend or repeal any Council Rule shall require the votes of five 
Council Members. These Rules may be revised or amended and re- 
adopted by Council as it deems appropriate. A motion made under this 
Rule shall not be considered for adoption sooner than the next Council 
meeting 


Rule 42. Parliamentary Practice. The rules of parliamentary practice 
comprised in Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure shall govern in 
all cases in which they are not inconsistent with the standing Rules and 
orders of Council or the City Charter during all meetings of Council and 
its committees and committees appointed by Council 


Rule 43. Closed Sessions. Council may meet in Closed Session 
pursuant to and consistent with the Michigan Open Meetings Act 


A closed session may be requested by the Mayor, the President or any 
two Council Members at any regular or special meeting. The person 
requesting a closed session shall state the purpose of such session 
The stated purpose of the closed session shall constitute the only 
agenda item(s) for the closed session 
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Whenever Council enters a closed session in the tenth floor 
Conference Room of City Hall, all persons not required for the closed 
session shall immediately leave the Conference Room and clear 
adjacent areas. The Council lobby shall be the nearest congregating 
area for those waiting to re-enter the meeting upon completion of the 
closed session when the closed session is held in the tenth floor 
Conference Room of City Hall 


Rule 44. Council Parking. Each member of Council shall have a 
permanently assigned parking space in the basement of City Hall 
These parking bays shall be nonassignable and shall be used 
exclusively by the Council Members unless prior approval has been 
given by that Council member. 


Rule 45. Compensation of Judges. If Council is requested or desires 
to appropriate money for the purpose of increasing the salary level of 
the Judges of the 54-A District Court, before action is taken thereon, 
the President of Council shall appoint an Ad-Hoc Citizens Advisory 
Committee of five members, which Committee shall examine the 
Judges’ salaries and any proposals to raise them and recommend to 
Council what, if any, increase is appropriate. Council shall consider the 
recommendation of the Committee in determining what, if any, 
increase in the Judges’ salaries should be granted 


Rule 46. Physical Presence Required. A member of Council must be 
physically present at any Council meeting, any Committee of the 
Whole meeting, any standing Council meeting or any special Ad-Hoc 
Council meeting, in order to vote or be counted as part of a quorum

1. BC/BS PPO 12/20 with a $1000/$2000 deductible and 
$10/$40/$80 Rx drug card with MOPD 2 and Retail 90 rider 
and $40.00 office/$60.00 urgent care and $250.00 
Emergency Room co-pays. 


2. PHP DPL 15500 with a $1000/$2000 deductible and 
$10/$40/$80 Rx drug card with MOPD 2 and Retail 90 rider 
and $40.00 office/$60.00 urgent care and $250.00 
Emergency Room co-pays 


B. The City will pay no more than the premium cost of the Base Plan 
options provided in Subsection A, up to the limit of the state 
mandated hard cap amounts under Public Act 152 of 2011, as 
amended, Because the 2011 P.A. 152 hard cap amounts are 
subject to change, the City will pay no more than the cost of the 
Base Plan (BCBSM or PHP) hard cap amounts in effect at any 
given time 


Employees will pay no premium sharing toward the Base Plan so 
long as rates remain at or below the state mandated hard cap 
amounts. If rates exceed the state mandated hard cap amounts, 
employees will become responsible for and pay all costs in 
excess of the hard cap amounts. 


C. Optional Coverage. Employees may elect to “buy-up” to their 
choice of certain optional insurance plans by selecting and 
enrolling in the chosen optional plan and paying at the employee's 
own expense the difference between the optional plan premium 
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cost and the corresponding Base Plan (BCBSM or PHP) City 
premium cost (the “differential cost’). The differential cost may be 
changed by the City from time during the term of this Agreement 
to time to reflect changes in premium costs. The optional 
coverage plans are as follows: 


1. Option 4 Plan, either BC/BS PPO 4 or PHP DPL 15400 with 
a $500/$1000 deductible and a $10/S40/$80 Rx drug card 
with MOPD 2 and Retail 90 rider and $30 office/$50 urgent 
care and $150 Emergency Room co-pays; or 


2. Option 2 Plan either through Blue Cross Blue Shield or PHP 
with a $0 deductible $15 Office Visit, $15 Urgent Care co- 
pay (BCBS)/$20 Urgent Care (PHP) co-pay, $50 Emergency 
Room copay, $15 Chiropractic copay (BCBS)/$0 
Chiropractic co-pay (PHP), $0/$15/$40 Prescription co-pays, 
MOPD (2 co-pays for a 3-month supply), Mandatory Generic 
rider and Hearing Aide HC-A coverage 


The employee shall be responsible for the differential cost through

D. New hires into City employment on or after January 1, 2015 
There will be no retiree health insurance plan for new hires into 
City employment hired on or after January 1, 2015.

This report is to summarize findings and next steps related to these 
approaches. Should the City Council wish to pursue some or all of 
these approaches in 2015, the fact-finding completed by the 
Committee on General Services in 2014 can be used as a basis. 


Landlord licensing, The primary finding from the committee cn this 
topic is covered in the opinion from the Office of City Attorney (OCA), 
dated December 15, 2014. The opinion states: "residential landlord 
licensing would fall within the City's authority and is not preempted by 
state statute". The Lansing City Council may now proceed with the 
next steps in exploring a landlord licensing program including 
parameters and costs-- secure with the knowledge that in general, this 
type of licensing program is not preempted by state statute 


What is a landlord licensing program? A model landlord licensing 
program exists in Cedar Rapids, lowa. The Cedar Rapids program 


treats the landlord license as a business license granted to a person or 
a company to allow them to conduct the business of renting out 
residential rental property. This is distinct and different from rental 
property registration and inspection, which deals with each specific 
property uniquely, rather than with the overall portfolio and conduct of 
the person or business owning and managing the rental property. 
Some of the conditions for obtaining the landlord license in Cedar 
Rapids include attending training, complying with requirements for 
registration and inspection of all rental properties in the portfolio, and 
having paid in full any judgments entered in favor of the city against the 
applicant 


In committee discussions, it was noted that there is currently no 
requirement by City of Lansing that a rental property owner be current 
on all taxes, fees and assessments owed to the city in order to receive 
a cettificate of compliance for a rental property. This is because the 
certificate is tied to compliance with the International Property 
Maintenance Code, but not to any other factors. A landlord licensing 
program could include a requirement to be current on property taxes, 
fees and assessments 


What is the cost of a landlord licensing program? Exact costs 
would depend on the parameters of the program (le training, reviewing 


tax records, collecting fees, hearing cases for suspension or revocation 
of a license). While committee members have asked staff to begin 
exploring cost estimates to operate a landlord licensing program in 
Lansing, such estimates will need to be itemized to consider the 
various factors that could be included or not included in such a 
program. In other words, it will be difficult to say exactly what a 
landlord licensing program will cost without knowing what would be 
included in such a program. 


Would there be a fee associated with a landlord license? In theory, 
there could be a fee associated with obtaining a landlord license. In 
Cedar Rapids, lowa, a landlord license is only required one time per 
landlord/owner/operator and there is a $50 fee 


Lead Clearance. The primary finding from the committee on this topic 
is that, given the high numbers of children who continue to experience 
lead poisoning in our area (200-300/year), the high percentage (70%) 
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of those cases that live in rental housing, and the severe and long 
lasting intellectual and behavioral impacts of lead poisoning, this is an 
area with room for improvement 


The City of Detroit enacted an ordinance in 2010 requiring lead 
clearance in order obtain a certificate of compliance for rental property. 
Proof of lead clearance is provided to City staff for review. Proof takes 
the form of documentation from a state-licensed lead inspection/tisk 
assessor. These inspectors/assessors are not employed by the City of 
Detroit. These are private-sector individuals who are trained and 
equipped to conduct lead inspection/tisk assessments. They are 
regulated by the Michigan Department of Community Health (MDCH) 
A\list of certified lead inspectors and risk assessors is available online 


MDCH has offered to provide training to the City of Lansing staff on 
reviewing documentation that would be submitted by property owners 
to prove lead clearance. The MDCH Healthy Homes Section has also 
agreed to provide ongoing technical and enforcement support related 
to review of the documentation for a lead clearance requirement. (The 
MDCH Healthy Homes Section also administers grants of up to $8,000 
for lead testing and abatement of owner-and-renter-occupied property.) 


Committee members have initiated conversations with the 
administration about the feasibility of incorporating this requirement 
into current practices. OCA bas stated that they would like to review 
jurisdictional provisions in federal and state law regarding lead 
clearance of rental property. At the time off the report, conversations 
between staff and leadership in the Fire Department and Planning and 
Neighborhood Development Department regarding this concept are 
ongoing, in regards to what the staffing requirements for a lead 
clearance provision would be 


Next steps in exploring this approach include: 


+ Obtaining a written or verbal statement from OCA that there are 
not jurisdictional considerations that would prevent City of Lansing 
from requiring lead clearance in order to obtain a certificate of 
compliance for a rental unit 


+ A presentation to city staff from the MDCH Healthy Homes 
Section Manager to further explain City vs. State roles, 
procedures and possible partnership in a lead clearance 
requirement scenario 


“Stretch Provisions" of IPMC. The detailed analysis provided to 
Committee members by the National Center for Healthy Housing 
included with committee records. 


Frequency of Rental Inspections. The City of Lansing currently 
inspects registered rental properties every two or three years, 


depending on the type of rental unit and whether or not there were 
violations at the previous inspection. As compared to other 
municipalities in the region, Lansing's inspection frequency is not the 
most frequent, and it is not the least frequent. Meridian Township and 
East Lansing require annual inspection of all rental units. Some 
municipalities do not have any rental registration or inspection 
program. At the time of this report writing, Michigan law requires cities 
with population over 100,000 to register and inspect rental property 


During the discussion of rental inspection frequency, staff reported that 
there are currently around 30,000 registered rental units in Lansing, 
and that annual inspections are roughly 4,000 per year. With a 
maximum inspection frequency of 3 years between inspections, one 
would expect at least 10,000 inspections per year. When committee 
members asked the Lead Housing Tnspector to explain this 
discrepancy, he reported that the Code Compliance Unit tracks 
inspections by the number of buildings they inspect, but not the 
number of units. Without unit-level tracking and reporting, it is 
impossible to know if inspections are being performed at the frequency 
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required by current city ordinance or not-- nevertheless if there is a 
need to perform inspections more frequently than currently specified by 
ordinance

The funds shall be held and 
administered for the exclusive purpose of providing 
benefits to the members and their beneficiaries and 
defraying reasonable expenses of the retirement system 
The entire amount of all moneys paid into the fund shall 
constitute an irrevocable contribution by the City, and the 
City shall have no further rights or claims to said funds 
other than such amounts as remain in the funds upon the 
retirement system's termination because of erroneous 
actuarial computations after the satisfaction of all fixed and 
contingent obligations to the members and their 
beneficiaries. A balance due to an erroneous actuarial 
computation shall mean any surplus arising because 
actual requirements differed from expected requirements 
based on previous actuarial valuations of liabilities or 
determinations of costs of providing pension benefits 
under the retirement system in accordance with 
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reasonable assumptions as to mortality, interest, etc., and 
correct procedures relating to the method of funding, all as 
made by the City upon and with the advice of an actuary. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, any contributions made by 
the City by a mistake of fact shall be returned to the City, 
upon its request, within one year after such contribution 
was made. 


(2) Employees’ savings fund. 


A. The employees’ savings fund shall be the fund in which shall 
be accumulated, at regular interest the contributions 
deducted from the compensations of members, and from 
which shall be made transfers and paid refunds of 
accumulated contributions as provided in this section 


B. The contributions of a member of theFre_Depastment 
SHALL BE CALCULATED AS A PERCENTAGE_OF THE 
MEMBER'S COMPENSATION AND PAID INTO THE 
SYSTEM AS PROVIDED IN THIS SUBSECTION (r)(2)B 
FOR the Police Nonsupervisory Department-DIVISION and

THE MEMBER'S CONTRIBUTION shall be 7.58.percent, 8.5 
percent;, and—9.52_percent, ely —ot his oF 
er compensation_paid_him-orherbythe-Cky. FOR THE 
POLICE SUPERVISORY DIVISION THE MEMBER'S 
CONTRIBUTION SHALL BE 9.52 PERCENT. FOR 
FIREFIGHTERS WHO WERE MEMBERS BEFORE MAY 
20, 2014, THE CONTRIBUTION SHALL BE 10 PERCENT. 
FOR FIREFIGHTERS WHO BECOME MEMBERS ON OR 
AFTER MAY 19, 2014, THE CONTRIBUTION SHALL BE 7 
PERCENT. The Director of Finance or other officer 
responsible for making up the payroll shall cause the 
contributions to be deducted from the compensation of each 
member on each and every payroll, for each and every 
payroll period, from the date of his or her entrance in the 
system to the date his or her membership terminates. 


C. The contributions provided in this subsection shall be made 
notwithstanding that the minimum compensation provided by 
law for any member shall be changed thereby. Every 
member shall be deemed to consent and agree to the 
deductions made and provided for in this subsection, and 
payment of his or her compensations less such deductions 
shall be a full and complete discharge and acquittance of all 
claims and demands whatsoever for the services rendered 
by such person, except as to benefits provided under this 
chapter. When deducted, the contributions of each member 
shall be paid into the retirement system and shall be credited 
to his or her individual account in the employees’ savings 
fund 


D. In addition to the contributions deducted from the 
compensations of a member, as hereinbefore provided, he 
or she shall deposit in the fund, by a single payment or by an 
increased rate of contribution as determined by the Board of 
Trustees, an amount equal to the amount he or she might 
have withdrawn therefrom, together with regular interest 
from the date of withdrawal to the date of repayment. In no 
case shall any member be given credit for service rendered 
prior to the date he or she withdrew his or her accumulated 
contributions until he or she repays to the fund all amounts 
due such fund by him or her. 


E. Upon the retirement of a member, his or her accumulated 
contributions shall be transferred from the employees’ 
savings fund to the retirement reserve fund. At the expiration 
of a period of five years from and after the date an employee 
ceases to be a member, any balance standing to his or her 
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credit in the employees’ savings fund that is unclaimed by 
the member or his or her legal representative shall remain a 
part of the moneys of the retirement system and shall be 
transferred to the pension accumulation fund, if no 
retirement allowance will become payable by the retirement 
system on account of his or her City employment 


The employer shall, for tax purposes, pick up the Fire 
members, Police Supervisory and Police Nonsupervisory 
Department member contributions required by this section 
for all compensation eared after the later of the execution 
oF effective date of this subsection (January 1, 1996). The 
contributions so picked up shall be treated as employer 
contributions in determining tax treatment under the United 
States Internal Revenue Code. The employer shall pick up 
the member contributions from funds established and 
available in the salaries account, which funds would 
otherwise have been designated as member contributions 
and paid to the retirement system. Member contributions 
picked up by the employer pursuant to this subsection shall 
be treated for all other purposes of this and other laws of the 
employer in the same manner and to the same extent as 
member contributions made prior to the effective date of this 
subsection. The member does not have the option of 
receiving the picked up member contributions in cash 
instead of having it paid into the retirement system 


Pension accumulation fund. The pension accumulation 
fund shall be the fund in which shall be accumulated 
reserves resulting from contributions provided by the City. 
Upon the basis of mortality tables and other tables of 
experience, and regular interest, as the Board of Trustees 
shall from time to time adopt, the actuary shall annually 
compute the retirement allowance reserve liabilities for 
retirement allowances being paid retirements and 
beneficiaries and covering service rendered and to be 
rendered by members. The liabilities so computed shall be 
financed by appropriations, to be made by Council 
determined according to this section. The board shall 
annually report to council the amount of contributions to be 
paid by the City to the retirement system during the 
ensuing fiscal year. When paid, the City's contributions 
shall be credited to the pension accumulation fund 


The City's appropriations for members’ current service shall 
be a percentage of their annual compensation which will 
produce an amount which if paid annually by the City during 
the members’ periods of future service would be sufficient, 
together with the future service portions of their accumulated 
contributions, to provide the retirement allowance reserves 
for the future service portions of the retirement allowances to 
be paid them 


The City's appropriations for members’ accrued service shall 
be a percentage of their annual compensation which will 
produce an amount which if paid annually by the City for a 
number of years, to be determined by the Board, would 
amortize, at regular interest, the unfunded retirement 
allowance reserves, if any, for the accrued service portions 
of the retirement allowances to be paid them 


The City's appropriations for retirement allowances being 
paid retiree and beneficiaries shall be a percentage of the 
annual compensations of members which will produce an 
amount which if paid annually by the City for a number of 
years, to be determined by the Board, would amortize, at 
regular interest, the unfunded retirement allowance reserves, 
if any, for the retirement allowances being paid retirees and 
beneficiaries 
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(4) General fund. The administrative expenses of the retirement

system shall be paid by the City from its General Fund 


Retirement reserve fund. The retirement reserve fund shall 
be the fund from which shall be paid all retirement 
allowances payable as provided in this chapter. Should a 
disability retiree return to the employ of the City, his or her 
retirement allowance reserve, computed as of the date of his 
or her return, shall be transferred from the retirement reserve 
fund to the employees’ savings fund and the pension 
accumulation fund in the same proportions as the retirement 
allowance reserve was originally transferred. The portion 
transferred to the employees’ savings fund shall be credited 
to the member's individual account therein. Each December 
31, after receipt of the annual actuarial valuation, the 
balance in the retirement reserve fund shall be brought into 
balance with the actuarial present value of retirement 
allowances to be paid after December 31 to all retiree and 
beneficiaries in receipt of retirement allowances at 
December 31, by a transfer between the retirement reserve 
fund and the pension accumulation fund 


Health Insurance Fund. The health insurance fund shall be 
the fund for receiving contributions for post-retirement health 
insurance benefits. The initial balance as of January 1, 1998, 
shall be $3,584,840.14, which amount is equal to the 
December 31, 1997, asset receivable allocated to health 
insurance advance funding from the City's general fund. City 
contributions, as specified in this paragraph, for post- 
retirement health insurance benefits, including dental 
insurance and Medicare reimbursement benefits, shall be 
credited to the health insurance fund. Notwithstanding the 
provisions of subsection 294.02(r)(8), the health insurance 
fund shall be credited investment income at a rate consistent 
with the method used to determine the actuarial value of 
assets in the annual actuarial report. Premiums or charges, 
as specified in this subsection, for post-retirement health 
insurance benefits, including dental insurance and Medicare 
reimbursement benefits, shall be paid from the health 
insurance fund 


Beginning July, 1 1999, the City's annual contribution to the 
health insurance fund may equal the sum of the actuarially 
computed normal cost for the year plus an amortization of 
the cumulative net actuarial gains and losses arising from 
the experience of active members on or after January 1, 
1998, using an amortization period adopted by the board of 
trustees for this purpose. However, in no case shall the city's 
annual contribution to the health insurance fund be less than 
2.48 percent of active member payroll, and in no case shall 
the City's annual contribution to the health insurance fund 
exceed the limitation imposed by Internal Revenue Code 
section 401(h) and the regulations thereunder. The amount, 
if any, by which the contribution must be reduced, in order to 
comply with the limitation imposed by section 401(h), shall 
instead be contributed to a voluntary employee's beneficiary 
association established by the City for this purpose. 


Beginning July 1, 1999, and each year thereafter, a portion 
of the premiums or charges for post-retirement health 
insurance benefits, including dental insurance and Medicare 
reimbursement benefits, shall be paid from the health 
insurance fund on behalf of eligible retiree and beneficiaries 
of the retirement system in accordance with the applicable 
collective bargaining agreements and personnel rules of the 
City. The portion of the premiums or charges that will be paid 
from the health insurance fund is a percentage of such 
premiums or charges paid on behalf of persons with 
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A 


retirement effective dates on or after January 1, 1999. The 
percentage shall be four percent in the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1998, increasing four percent each year thereafter 
until it reaches 100 percent. The amount of premiums or 
charges paid from the health insurance fund shall be 
reduced by the amount, if any, paid from a voluntary 
employee's beneficiary association established by the City 
for this purpose. Notwithstanding the method specified in this 
subparagraph to compute the portion of the premiums of 
charges that are paid from the health insurance fund, the 
fund balance of the health insurance fund at any point in 
time is reserved to support the post-retirement health 
insurance benefits, including dental insurance and Medicare 
reimbursement benefits, of all eligible retiree and 
beneficiaries of the retirement system regardless of 
retirement effective date 


Notwithstanding the creation or maintenance within the 
retirement system of the health insurance fund, this section 
is not to be construed or deemed to have established or 
removed any benefits, financial or otherwise, subject to 
Article IX, Section 24 of the 1963 Constitution of the State of 
Michigan. Nor shall the creation and maintenance of the 
health insurance fund preclude the City from giving 
consideration to and implementing cost containment 
measures as provided by law. Instead, the purpose of this 
section is to put in place a mechanism for the advance 
funding of post-retirement health insurance benefits for 
eligible retiree, and not, apart from the advance funding 
obligation, to grant additional rights or to take away any 
rights which eligible retiree may already have 


Investment of funds. 


The Board of Trustees shall be the trustees of the funds of 
the retirement system and may invest and reinvest such 
funds as now or hereafter permitted by law. The Board may 
hold, purchase, sell, assign, transfer and dispose of any 
securities and investments in which any of the moneys of the 
retirement system have been invested, as well as the 
proceeds of such investments 


Except as otherwise provided in this chapter, no trustee or 
officer or employees of the retirement system shall have any 
direct or indirect interest in the gains or profits of any 
investments made by the Board. No such person, directly or 
indirectly, for himself or herself or as an agent or partner of 
others, shall borrow any of the moneys or deposits of the 
system or in any manner use such moneys or deposits, 
except to make such current and necessary payments as 
are authorized by the Board. No such person shall become 
an endorser or surety or become in any manner an obligor 
for any moneys loaned by or borrowed from the system 


Allowance of regular interest. The Board annually shall allow 
and credit regular interest on the mean balances in each of 
the funds of the retirement system for the preceding year; 
provided, however, that interest to be credited members’ 
individual balances in the employees’ savings fund shall be 
computed on the balances standing to their credit at the 
beginning of the calendar year and shall be credited at the 
end of the calendar year, the amounts so allowed and 
credited shall be paid from interest and other earings on 
investments of the system. Any additional amount necessary 
to allow regular interest, as provided in this system, shall be 
paid from the pension accumulation fund. AU interest, 
dividends and other income derived from the deposit and 
investment of moneys of the system not required for the

allowance of regular interest, shall be credited to the pension 
accumulation fund. 


(9) Method of making payments. All payments from the funds of 
the retirement system shall be made according to provisions 
of the City Charter only upon regular City vouchers signed 
by two persons designated by the Board of Trustees. A duly 
attested copy of a resolution of the Board designating such 
persons, and bearing upon its face specimen signatures of 
such persons, shall be filed with the City Treasurer as his or 
her authority to make payments upon such vouchers. No 
voucher shall be drawn unless it has been previously 
authorized by a specific or continuing resolution adopted by 
the Board 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of ordinances, 
resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this ordinance be 
declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the 
ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than the part so 
declared to be invalid 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30th day after 
enactment unless given immediate effect by City Council
